they are brought up in my own methods and I 
do not have to undo a lot of things they have 
learned from other teachers. Every master 
gymnast has his own particular way of doing 
things. There are various kinds of holds and 


to any others. These must be mastered by my 
pupils so that they will all work together im 
One miscue would mean the 
ruin of an act, for in no sport in the world is 
team work more essential. 

Many of my young pupils are the sons of men 
who have worked for me. They are naturally 
very apt, for they have been brought up in the 
business and almost from infancy have been 
taught to do things as I would have them 
done. Others, I have secured with the permis- 
sion of their parents and they are under con- 
tract to remain with me five years, unless Ff 
see fit to discharge them sooner. ‘This, I often. 
find it necessary to do, since many have no 
natural aptitude for the work. 

In Morocco, the common people know little 
of the world at large. It means great distinc- 
tion to a family to have some of its members 
go abroad. The laws are strict against immi- 
gration and about the only way a native Ber- 
ber can get away from home is for him to 
leave under a special permit with the promise 
that he will return. All of my people are 
brought to this country with that understanding 
between myself and the government and many 
parents are anxious to confide their boys to my 
care that I may take them to Europe or bring 
them to America, 

The first thing I require of a boy is that he 
be perfectly healthy. The second is to have 
the full permission of his parents and the 
third is the contract that be shall remain under 
my instruction five years. 

This period of apprenticeship may seem long, 
but it takes that long to develop an acrobat 
so that he will be able to take his place in a 
troupe and to do the real heavy work required 
of him. In many instances it takes longer. 

It all depends on the age and ability of the 
pupil. During the first three months a pupil 
is under my instruction he does no acrobatic 
work at all. I prescribe a system of general 
exercise which will strengthen his body and 
make him supple. The real acrobat must have 
a body like the blade of a sword. It must 
combine strength and flexibility. 

Like other athletes, my boys must eat only 
good, wholesome food, which will build up the 
muscle and supply the greatest amount of nour- 
ishment. This is no little hardship on the Or- 
lental who has a sweet tooth and is abnormally 
fond of fat producing confectionery. Smoking 
is absolutely forbidden since an acrobat whose 
lungs are not in perfect condition would have 
but little chance in one of my whirlwind acts. 
This d-privation is also a hardship on the Ber- 
ber boy who takes to tobacco as a duck does to 
water. 

It is marvelous to note the rapidity witb 
which th: se boys develop by following the rules 
prescribed for them. They must take so mucb 
exercise every day, which is fullowed by a rub- 
down in oil which keeps their muscles from 
getting stiff. 

At the end of three months the average pupi? 
will be ready to figure learning the elements 
of acrobatics. Of course, many of these things 
he has learned already, but he is treated by 
the teacher as though he was absolutely igno- 
rant of them. He is given exercise in balanc- 
ing the bedy and maintaining a perfect equil- 
ibrium. Then he learns to turn handsprings and 
somersaults. Everything he dos must be with

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The Chicago Season in Review 


By GEO. U. STEVENSON. 
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CAUSES OF DEPRESSED BUSINESS: 
Picture Shows. 
Bad Shows. 
Too Many Theatres and Shows. 
Scalpers, Speculators and l’ass Evil. 
Changing Economic Conditions, 
Political Agitation. 


IS THERE ANYTHING THE MATTER WITH 
THE SHOW BUSINESS? 


An Analysis of the Situation from a Chicago 
Angle. 


4 ee at this time of year, the cry 


is raised that the show business is going 
to the ‘‘demnition bow wows,’ and every 
year the frequenter of Broadway or Ran- 
dolph Street has seeming confirmation of 
the wail, by the sight of sundry sad derelicts of 
the wildcat companies that have fallen by the 
wayside, after a struggle with the one-night 
stands. 

But this year the cry seems to be louder and 
longer sustained, and even the aristocratic raft- 
ers of the Lamb’s Club ring with the sad ca- 
dences. Wherefore we are constrained to ask, 
“Is there anything really the matter with the 
oy business, and if -~ what can be done for 
t 

Be he ever so wise in other respects, there .s 
one subject upon which the average intending 
producing manager is profoundly ignorant, and 
that is Political Economy. Old Adam Smith and 
his wealth of nations has no lace in his curri- 
culum, ,Mr. Manager, seemingly going on the 
rinciple that the law of supply and demand has 

BD repealed. In its place he cultivates a 
slavish imitation, and couples it with an un- 
warranted optimism and contempt for the boobs 
on the one-night stands, whose dollars he seeks 
in the easiest manner possible. 

hen some pioneer, with a keener perception 
of the wants of the public, has blazed the way 
and demonstrated the success of a new style of 
entertainment, he plunges valiantly after him, 
and vamps up a skew that he thinks will pass 
for the original with the unsophisticated. If he 
manages to get by with one or two of these tricks, 
ever after remains contemptuous of the public’s 
opinions or preferences. He is the man who 
angrily resents the protests of the critics that a 
plot is necessary to musical comedy, and when 
his show with the tenderloin atmosphere is called 
an affront to public decency, he denounces the 
reviewers as destroyers of the show business. 
The public must take what he thinks is best for 
it and be grateful. 

Perhaps he should not be too severely censured 
for his views, as the traditions of the stage are 
as conservative as those of the church. We 
must realize, too, that the stage of today has 
come down to us in a line of ‘‘apostolic succes- 
sion’’ for the mummers and mountebanks of the 


pre-Elizabethan days, and that the faults of 
these traveling showmen, as well as their ex- 
cellences, have been our heritage. Therefore, 


it is probably too much to ask the average pro- 


-ducer to look beyond the traditions of the stage 


when seeking to cater to the public. However, 
the world moves, and many factors have con 
tributed to change the ideas and oninions of the 
playgoers in the ‘‘tall timbers.’’ These opinions 
must be catered to and not flouted, if the su- 
premacy of the theatre is to be maintained. It 
should be the earnest effort of the producing 
manager to seek the preferences of his patrons. 
and not try to foist his own ideas and those of 
his predecessors upon them. 

But to get down to the immediate causes for 
the disastrous business of the present season: 
Every person in the business has an opinion on 
the subject, and these opinions range from ‘‘pic- 
ture shows and automobiles’’ to political agita- 
tion. Each is worthy of consideration. Ap 
analysis of the situation demonstrates the fact 
that there are six reasons for the slump in the- 


atrical enterprise; and when it is stated that 
the first Ix ‘“‘motion pictures,"’ we can fancy we 
hear everybody shout in chorus: “Never mind 
the other five reasons."’ 

MOTION PICTURB COMPETITION, 

It is generally admitted that the development 
of the motion picture industry has been the one 
greatest factor in changing the amusement taste 
of America. That its tendency is good rather 
than menacing to theatrical business is not 6 
readily admitted by the theatrical and vaudeville 


showmen, but upon investigation, such will be 
seen to be the case. The advent of the moving 
picture business has had the effect of summarily 
putting the lid upon the blood and thunder melo- 
drama of a half decade ago. This had been 
actually foisted upon 
patrons by misguided managers, 
of juvenile morals, and the intellectual en- 
slavement of adults. For a time, the film manu- 
facturers thought the defection of former melo- 
drama patrons to their shows demanded that 
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they cater to them along blood and thunder 
lines; but they soon observed that they pre. 
ferred the quieter and wore plausible ple. 
tures. 


With this exaltation of the popular taste 
have come other developments that make for 
the general good of the amusement business, 
the showing of the dramatic classics in moving 
pictures, stimulates a desire on the part of the 
picture show patrons to see the original plays 
enacted, and thus Is being developed a patron- 
age for the legitimate theatre, among a class 
of people that seldom or bever have attended 


| dramatic entertainments. This frequently has 
been demonstrated in the vicinity of stock 
houses, where this tendency has been studied.

The picture show has done another service 
for the uplift of the drama. It has developed 
a class of critics among its patrons that cap 
vive points in stage management to disciples 
of Ibsen. There being no dialogue to distract 
the attention, the patron Is enabled to concen- 
trate his faculties om the gestures and facial 
expression of the artists, and upon the accuracy 
and taste of the costumic and scenic effects, 
As a result, the picture show patron is more 
exacting in quality of the acting thn he de 
mands from the actor In the legitimate theatre 
Managers of popular price theatricals who have 
ignored this demand, bave naturally experienced 
poor buxiness, while those who have catered 
to it, even in this season of doldrums, have 
experienced good patronage. 

Where indifferent or offensive shows have at- 
tempted to cater to family patronage in compe- 
titien with motion picutres, they bave naturally 
come to grief. On the other hand. worthy plays 
that have been several seasons on the first-class 
circults, are now playing the eee price thea- 
tres to excellent business. is confirms the 
belief that the patron will never again suffer 
dictation from illy-informed amusement promot- 
ers in the matter of entertalnment. 

The managers who have had the foresight to 
see the handwriting on the wall, are to be con- 
gratulated upon the sagacity, Strangely enough, 
few seemed to realize the possibilities of ex- 
highly advertised metropolitan 


stead of putting them in storage; but now that 
the way is blazed, we may expect to see the 
rich advertising possibillities of such produc- 
tions well utilized. Among the past season 
successes that are pow on the moderate price 
boards may be mentioned Salvation Nell, The 
Third Degree, The Man of the Hour, The Lios 
and the Mouse, The Traveling Saleman and Mra. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch, all ‘‘cleaning up” 
as the vernacular has It. 
BAD SHOWS. 

This digression from the sublect of the first 
attributed cause of the theatrical slump, ‘‘Motlon 
Pictures,"’ partially explains a second reason 
that has been advanced, ‘‘Bad Shows.’’ In this 
category of bad shows may be placed first, those 
morally rotten, then the revamps, the ‘‘forced 
runs (direct from their run of steenty weeks 
in the metropolis) and the shows advertised as 
having ‘‘the original Broadway cast."’ 

There are many who say that America is to 
a moral decline, but a convincing sign that such 
is not the case is seen in the frosty reception 
that is now being accorded those shows whose 
only apology for existence les in their brazen 
risquerie. Such shows may be able to get by 
once, when the fledglings and the gilded youth 
give their patronage, thinking it the smart and 
audacious thing to do. But they can not repeat, 
nor can imitations hope to trail in upon the 


seeming success of a pioneer of this kind. Man- 
agers will soon determine, if they have not 
already done so, that the tenure of life of thie 
class of show is limited indeed. They deserve 


the fate which is theirs this season 

Another jittle managerial game that the pub- 
lic is getting wise to. and which has been hard 
hit on the road, ig the revamping of chestnutty 
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( comedies by the admixture of a few mus- 
feo numbers, and running them out on the road 
! a new name. This practice, which is 


- ‘Jered reprehensible on the race course, bas 
po place on the legitimate stage, and the man- 
ager who attempts it must take the onus of as- 
sisting in the destruction of the show business 
in general. Common honesty and good faith are 
a elated as good policy in commercial Ife, 
and they should be in the world of amusement 
s weil. 

. Our country cousing who look to the metrop- 
olis for thelr cues in things theatric, frequently 
marvel greatly at the questionable artistic 
taste of the great city. After having given up 
three hard dollars for a pair of seats for a 
musical entertainment with a formidable record 
of twenty weeks in the metropolis, the small- 
town playgoer feels justly stung to discover that 
the entire show is but a rehash of a vaudeville 


act that he bas recently seen for four bits a 
Nor can you blame him when he finds 


hrow 
chat “the original Broadway cast’’ which he 
pays two dollars to see, is composed of “‘rep.’’ 
people who have been cultivating his neighhbor- 
hood socially for the past decade. His natural 
query, under such circumstances, would be: 
“Why take chances?’’ 

In this connection It might also be sald 
that the former managerial plan of leasing a 


emall theatre and forcing a run for prestige 


on the road, has been largely discontinued by 
discerning managers. The method was to get 
a theatre of limited capacity, withdraw the firet 
two weeks’ seats from public sale, -to give the 
impression of an Instantaneous success, and thus 
force an advance sale of at least a fortnight, 


and then by adroit manipulation, run a mediocre 
show over a protracted period until it becomes 
whipned into shape. It has been found that 
“good wiwne needs no bush,’’ and that the show 


must have the goods, otherwise no amount of 
ether people’s opinions will avail to save it 
from disaster on the road. 


TOO MANY THEATRES AND SHOWS. 

This brings us to a third reason that has 
been advanced apropos of the present conditions, 
“Too Many Theatres and Shows.’’ The ease 
with which capital has always been enlisted in 
amusement enterprises, has encouraged many 
astute amusement promoters In New York and 
Chicago to seek to get control of the theatrical 
business by real estate speculation, The spon- 
soring theatrical firms hold out tte inducement 
to the prospective stockholders in the theatre- 
owning syndicates, that the building of their 
theatres will draw thousands of people to the lo- 
calities. and thus will Increase the realty value 
of their sites enormously. These promises nec- 
essarily can be realized only in part, but {ft has 
resulted in the building of scores of hadlv lo- 
cated high-price theatres throughout the conn- 
try In some instances. the scheme has been 
worked in connection with a pronosed producing 
house, the promised Increase In the value of the 
real estate being connted upon to meet anv 
deficit invited by making a metropolitan pro- 
duction of a mediocre attraction In Chicago 
alone, there are one or two monuments to the 
fallacy of such reasoning In many instances, 
the projectors of expensive theatres on {fIl- 
chosen sites, have had to turn them over for 
ase as moving picture theatres. 

The application of a little common arithme- 
tie to the situation should assist in clearing up 
some points In this controvery that are vague 
to many people. It stands to reason that [f 
you donble the number of theatres in the down- 
town section of Chicago, without Increasing the 
theatregoing public pronortionately, there wil! 
be less patronage for all houses, providing that 
the attractions in each are slike In appeal. If 
they are not as it Is more often the case than 


otherwise, success In one honse spells disaster 
at enother. This is the Chicago situation In a 
nutthell. Many managers assume that the float- 


ing population of Chicago ought to spend as 
much money per capita as the floating public in 
New York, and base their figures and premises 
accordingly. They onght, but they don’t. They 
may be worth as much as the Gotham visitors, 
but are more practical-minded, and simpler 
in their tastes. Their coming to Chicago ts for 
the primary purpose of stocking up for business 
purposes. Theatrical amusement is merely inct- 
dental with them. 

On the other hand, New York lays the hand 
of tribute on the Continent. The visttor there 
is on pleasure bent. To those from the Mlid- 
dle West and the more remote parts of the 
country, their visit fs often an event of a Ife- 
time, and they expect to loosen the pursestrings 
in celebration. This idea. coupled with the pos- 
itive genins of the Manhattanese {n assisting 
the country cousin In this way of thinking, ac- 
counts for the disproportionate patronage ac- 
corded New York theatres over those of Chi- 
cago and other large cities of the United States. 
The mania for over-building, however, has nu)- 
fled New York's advantage in this respect, be- 
ing affected in this almost as much as {gs Chi- 
cago.

A BRIEF REVIEW OF THE CHICAGO SEASON 


When the new season of 1911-12 commenced 
in Chicago it found only four of the Luup the- 
atres occupied by legitimate attractions. The 
extremely hot weather had made the local man- 
wary of opening their houses, and the 
strange spectacle was presented at the time of 
the International Aviation Meet of one of the 
largest congresses of visitors that Chicago had 
known at one time since the World’s Fair, with 
practically no place to go in the evening, except 
the summer parks. This was partially reme- 
died during the week of August 20, by the op- 
ening of the Cort Theatre to Thomas W. Ross 
and Company in a new play, An Everyday Man, 
with Nora Bayes and Jack Norworth holding 
over at the Chicago Opera House in Little Miss 
Fix-It; the second company of Get-Rich-Quick 
Wallingford at the Olympic, and William Haw- 
trey in the risque farce, Dear Old Billy, at the 
Whitney. 

While there was no further competition, al} 
of these plays experienced good business, in 
spite of the heat, but the advent of The Deep 
Purple at McVicker’s Theatre for a return en- 
gagement on August 26, also marked the ter- 
mination of the end of the Bayes-Norworth 
run in Chicago. The end of the week of the 
27th, witnessed the termination of the phe- 
nomenally successful engagement of Get-Rich- 
Quick Wallingford at the Olympic, witb a record 
° 5 consecutive performances, the high- 
water mark for the house of successes. Dear 
Old Billy, after a period of success, terminated 
its run at the Whitney with the closing days of 
August. A. G. Delamater, its sponsor, being 
a manager who had a keen appreciation of the 
law of supply and demand. 

The real Chicago season may be assumed te 
have started on September 1, when Dustin and 
William Farnum opened at the Chicago Opera 
House in Edward Peple’s drama of the va 
War period, The Littlest Rebel. Thig was an 
elaboration of a vaudeville sketch whieh had 
attracted much attention in New York at the 
end of last season, and its choice most happily 
catered to the interest in the Civil War era 
engendered by the semi-centennial of the be- 
ginning of the great conflict between North 
and South. The soldierly bearing and roman- 
tie appearance of the brothers Farnum, and the 
wonderful precocity of Mary Miles Minter. the 
child actress, who is repeating her Chicage 
triumphs under her own rightful name of Juliet 
Shelby in the New York engagement, made thie 
play one of the most successful of the season. 
It sustained a run of ten solid weeks at the 
Chicago Opera House, being displaced by_ the 
present tenant, Gypsy Love, when New York 
became insistent for some novelty of general 
public appeal. The Chicago Opera House hae 
been fortunate in securing an attraction in the 
new Lehar opera that promises te keep the 
boards for some time to come, with sweet- 
voiced and ‘!ovely Marguerita Sylva as star. 
This attraction came into the Washington 
Street playhouse on November 13, and is now ip 
its third week. 

The other openings of the week of Septem- 
ber 2 were Louisiana Lou, a delightfully original 
musical comedy at the La Salle: Holbrook Blinn 
in The Boss, at the Garrick; William Hodge. in 


a return engagement of The Man From Home, 
at the Grand; the inauguration of a season

Che Chicago Waudeville Situation 


HE dawn of that tomorrow which has 
long been looked forward to by those 
intimately associated with vaudeville 
seems to be at hand. Vaudeville like 
man came into existence a helpless thing which 
needed constant waiching and nursing in order 
that it might mature into adult estate. It 
reached the stage of youth, no longer requiring 
that watehful care, and thence expanded to a 
glowing and glorious maturity and endeavored 
to conquer everything within its reach. It ex- 
panded and spread itself in every available quar- 
ter. It now bowever has reached the dawn of 
that tomorrow and has found its pace. It has 
introduced to and established itself with the 
amuse'nent loving public and has met their 
favor. tut like man in his more mature state, 
variety has found it useless to endeavor to con- 
quer the world and is content to be listed as 
one of the leaders with a recognition from the 
fickle populace that confirms its perpetuity. 

Vaudeville invaded the city, town and ham- 
fet like a cloudburst, forced itself into favor 
and was welcomed with open arms. It ac- 
complished its end; it gained recognition to 
the position to which in justice it was entitled, 
Although the public feasted and gloried in it 
until its appetite was thoroughly satisfied, 
nevertheless, like any other tirmly rooted habit, 
they found it impossible to regard it indiffer 
ently. In it is found the amusement that 
embraces every other form of entertainment, 
from grand opera to the circus. It fills the 
wants of all and is in reality better suited for 
the good old ‘‘cog’’ variety, than its present and 
popular name, Vaudeville. 

Vaudeville in its advance form is an ideal 
form of amusement, but, as a great English 
singing womedienne recently remarked to me, 
“Your American vaudeville, or variety, is wonder- 
ful tous. It is strictly characteristic of your own 
people; some of it is refined and dignified, while 


some, excuse the word, but I know no other 
Way with which I may convey my meaning, 
®ome is dirty. Now you must not misconstrue 
the meaning of my use of the word, I do not 


(mean thst your vaudeville is actually soiled, 
but it has degenerated to a certain extent, I 
was told when I came to your country that my 
songs would not go over, that I must put some 
ginger into my numbers and give them a snap. 
Of course this form of English proved to be 
ireek to me, but from some American friends 
I learned just what the managers meant when 


they said those two words. was jolly well 
shocked at first. Then I flatly refused to ac- 
cept my contracts under those conditions. I 


‘won my argument, though. I made my debut at 
the Majestic Theatre, Chicago, and did not 
use one little line which might suggest anything 
to the most evil minded. Imagine to my sur- 
prise and gratification, when after I had held 
the stage for more than nalf an hour at the 
evening performance, the house manager sent 
to my dressing room a large bunch of roses 
with an awfully sweet note of congratulation. 


So, you see, this is my argument: hand the 
American vaudeville audience clay and they'll 
make it just a little muddier, but hand them

In the good old days of Weber and Fields, 
such a thing as a family vaudeville theatr: Was 
an uubeard-of and 1 dare say unthought 
of institution. When the public was 
finally offered this form of amusement within 
walking distance of their respective homes, it 
was considered quite an innovation and ven- 
ture on the part of those financially interested, 
The Julian Theatre, located on Belmont avenue 
on the North Side, wag one of the first houses 
ever built in Chicago for the express purpose 
of presenting family vaudeville It proved a 
big financial winner for the first three or four 
seasons, until other men interested in the vaude 
ville game launched similar houses upon the ses 
of variety. Sittner’s Theatre, Schindler's Thea- 
tre and the Wilson Avenue are listed among 
the pioneers of the game in Chicago. For a 


| time oniy. the smaller acts were played in these 


houses Soon competition became so keen that 
the managers of the various houses awoke to 
the fact that something had to be done and 
quickly. This point of this editorial gives me 
a very opportune time to introduce the views 
of Mr. James . C. Matthews, Chicago representa- 
tive for the Alex Pantages chain of theatres. 
Mr. Matthews at that time was the local rep- 
resentative of Wm. Morris, Inc. and had the 
booking of a large number of these houses. 
Mr. Matthews makes the following statement: 

“Vaudeville is a great game in which every 
one of us plays a part It was my good for 
tune to figure prominently in the growth of 
vaudeville as confined to the outlying theatres 
in Chicago. It was through my initiative that 
headline attractions began playing outlying 


houses. It has been the subject of discussion for 
some time when Jones, Linick and Schaefer at 
length consented to my booking Consul, the 


educated chimpanzee, for the Wilson Avenue 
Theatre at a saary of—well a good deal. We 
had discussed the matter pro and con for some 
weeks before a final decision was reached. The 
big business that Consul attracted there led to 
other headline attractions being secured and 
eventualy to its becoming common to see stand- 
ard and well known big acts at the outlying 
theatres. When I first made such a suggestion 
I was laughed at by my friends. They kidded 
me about going insane. They intimated that I 
no longer had complete control of my faculties of 


judgment They jestingly declared me a fit 
subject for Dunning I was satisfied that the 
outiying ne'ghborhoods sought the very best, 


and consequently stuck to my argument until 
Aaron Jones was persuaded. Thereby I headed 
a movement which is one of the most talked 
of things in the growth of vaudeville. As Is 
wel remembered, the various other outlying 
houses fell in line until it was not a matter of 
Surprise to find Orpheum or Pantages acts In 
what might be called ‘small houses.’ This 
comlition continues to an extent today but the 
demand for big acts is not so nronounced as it 
was last season and season before.”’ 

Last season proved a success for some of the 
houses and others were compelled to close late 
in the winter A number of the houses went 
into stock, while some took the policy of pile- 
tures and songs only. The Julian was one of 
the first to adopt the stock poicy and was fol- 
lowed by Sittner’s and a number of others. 
The Clark Theatre, located at North Clark street 
and Wilson avenue is located just four blocks 
from the Wilson Avenue Theatre. The Wilson

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Circus Life in the Early Days

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OW and then we read of circuses in the 
early days. Perhaps a few little in- 
cidents that happened in my time 
might be interesting to a few of the 
old-timers that are still with us—there are a 
few left—we can count them on our two hands. 

I was born on the road at a small town called 
Buchbannan, Va.; in fact, all the children of 
the first John Robinson were born south of the 
Mason and Dixon Line. John Robinson the first 
was born at Little Falls. N. Y., in the year of 
1804. He ran away from home and walked to 
Newport, R. I.. to ship aboard a whaling ship 
that was getting ready for a three year cruise 
of tne Behring Sea. The vessel started out 
from Newport and a storm came up and the 
vessel had to put back to land. He had had 
enough of being a sailor. The first chance he 
had he got away from the vessel and then went 
to work for a livery stable in Newport, In the 
spring there came a small circus to town, and 
like all boys he got the circus fever. He carried 
water for the horses, and when the show left 
town went with it. That winter the show 
wintered in Boston. He took care of the horses, 
In the morning he would get up very early in 
the morning and take two of the horses, put 
them in the ring and learn to ride them. 

After working all winter for five dollars a 
month, he started out with the show for the 
summer. One day the two-horse rider was 
missing. He told the owner of the show that 
he could do the act: was tried and made a great 
success, and was hired at the salary of five dol- 
lars a week to ride for the balance of the sea- 
gon. He traveled for a few years, and then, 
in the year of 1824 he started his own circus, 
and from that time unti] now there has heen 
a Jobn Robinson Circus on the road, with a 
John Robinson as a manager. It is now run 
by John Robinson the third. He has a son about 
eighteen years old. His name is John—the 
circus is liable to reach the century mark. 

The Robinson and Eldred Great Southern Cir- 
cus traveled for nearly twenty years without 
stopping, winter or summer. They would visit 
one of the large cities of the South and stay 
there four or five weeks. showing all the time. 
During that time they would paint and repair 
the show and start out again for another season, 
In the year of 1846 he leased the theatre in 
Charleston for two years, in that time he played 
such stars as Macready, the Elder Rooth, Edwin 
a Mrs. Charlotte Cushman and other big 

rs. 

Here is one little story that I remembered 
hearing him tell of Macready: One night Mac- 
ready was sick and wanted to put in a substi- 
tute to play his part. My father sald that if 
Macready conld not play he would close the the- 
atre for that night, which he did. He always 
wanted to give the public their money’s 
worth; that was one of the reasons for his suc- 
cess. 

John Robinson wags the first one to use a 
dirt ring. In the early days they used a wooden 
eurb ring. The show was traveling South one 
winter, and the roads were in a very bad condi- 
tion. One day the wagon that carried the curb 
ring got stuck in the mud, They had thrown 
away part of the seats. all the side poles, still 
they hung on to the curb ring. for they could 
not see how they could give a show without the 
ring. At last they had to throw away the curb. 
When they arrived in the town and put up the 
eanvas with poles they had cut in the woods, 
every one in the show was wondering what 
about the ring. At the last moment John Rob- 
fnson sent down to the only store in town and 
bought a dozen shovels, and made the dirt curb 
ring. It has saved many a rider from break- 
ing a leg or arm. 

All of the great riders of the early days were 
apprenticed to John Robinson. Amongst them

r. Barnum got a great deal of credit that be. 
longed to Mr. Bailey. One little incident tells 
of the character of ‘“Jimmie’’: The writer was 
in Louisville in the early sixties. Jimmie was 
there, broke. He was stopping at the old U. 
8. Hotel. I was at the hotel at the same time. 
Jimmie owed for five or six weeks board. He 
came to me one evening and asked for the loan 
of ten cents. ‘‘Why,’’ I said, “Jimmie. are 
you in need of money?’ He replied that al 
that he wanted was ten cents. I gave him the 
ten cents and thought nothing more of the 
transaction.

Slowly but surely the pay of circus perform- 
ers ia beginning to rise. Managers at last are 
beginning to loosen up the elastic of their 
bank rol] and give just pay to the people who 
really enable them to make money. Within the 
past three years the pay of circus performers 
has increased from fifteen to twenty per cent. 
These facts are gathered from an examination 
of the payrolls of the largest and smallest of 
the white top aggregations, 

The hard working performer who has strog- 
gied for years to perfect his work can well 
appreciate and hail with delight the Increase 
in salary. Of all the branches of amusements, 
it is a well-known fact that the circus per- 
former is the least paid of all others in pro- 
portion to services rendered. It may be posst- 
dle for one to remain underpaid in any profes 
sion for awhile. but slowly and surely condi- 
tions will be righted. 

The cause may be laid to the phenomenal 
growth of vaudeville during the past few years, 
coupled with the high cost of living. very: 
body connected with the amusement profession 
knows that vaudeville bas bad a «ky rocket 
growth. First. as a sort of a variety show, it

Such stories are not to be found in our 
school libraries; a teacher would not dare to re- 
late such a tale to their pupils; vet their pupils 
may be seen night after night in attendance at 


such entertainments, and, strange as it may 
seem, with parents and friends. And why? 
Does the place furnish the reason, and If so, 


what is it? 

We demand of our instructors in the public 
schools the strictest morality and uprightness, 
and it is only after careful examination and due 
information they are employed, for it is be- 
lieved, and with reason, that only such as actu- 
ally possess pure characters, free from all cor- 
rupting influences and motives. are suitable and 


and honor, instilling into their minds chaste ; 
pure thoughts—‘implanting in their minds, 
while young, noble sentiments and Intellectual 
interests tnat will inspire and elevate their 
subsequent lives.” 

Why is it thought the young people will 
draw lessons of morality and noble purpose from 
listening to and witnessing a drama of open im- 
morality given in the theatre? How can we be- 
lieve their witnessing a series of debasing piec- 
tures and listening to a dialogue of corrupt, 
vitiated lives will inspire them with lofty sen- 
timents and assist in developing their intel- 
lectual facuities. when, if the same story was 
told them anywhere else, it wonld bring down 
upon the teller the righteous indignation of the 
community and send the fathers out gunning? 

The world may be full of fallen women; 
there may be such in every community; but do 
we tell the story of their debanechment and sin 
to our children as a means. forsooth, of agsist- 
ing and adding to their intellectuality? Do we 
not rather set before them examples of pure 
lives, of moral uprightness, and can it be 
doubted for a moment that examples .of pure, 
honest lives are as potent and as far-reaching 
in their influence in teaching lessons of moral- 
ity and uprightness as the depraved, vitiated 
and immoral lives of the seducer and his frail 
companion? If so, why tell the yicious and 
depraved story at all—why prostitute the the- 
atre to such purposes? The theatre is capable, 
as has been shown by Miss Hertz, of being made 
a powerful influence for good; it is also capable 
of evil influence, and if allowed to portray the 
designing villain, the seducer and the 
rogue, it tends to evil and, we are told, ‘‘evil 
communications corrupt good manners.”’ 

In ancient times the theatre was built and 
used only for the giving of dramas of educa- 
tional and _ religious character; it was sup- 
ported by religious interest, and Homer tells us 
that thousands of years before Christ was born 
the theatre was used for giving dramaée expres- 
sive of sentiments of purity and moral excel 
lence: that the priests and highest functionaries 
at the sacerdotal orders were its patrons, and 
in the time of Pericles. over 400 years before 
Christ, admission was free, the government de- 


fraying all expenses, that all classes of so 
ciety might attend. Society then. as now, 
however, was not a coalition of the elegant, 


refined and learned members of the community, 
but rather a segregation of the wealth of the 
neighborhood and the exclusion of the poorer 
classes; its functions then, as now, were select, 
made so by a price which excluded the poor, 
for the rich of ancient times, like the rich of 
today, did not associate and mingle with the 
poor, and a rich man of any age always has 
been as uncomfortable in the society of a poor

Nineteen-twelve will, therefore be a busy 
year on the Pacific Coast. There is work for al! 
the good amusement enterprises that make that 
field, and the number of carnivals, fairs, cele- 
brations, etc., is increasing rapidly. People are 
discovering that all work does. indeed. make 
Jack a dull boy, and play weeks and play 
days are being carefully planned in a dozen 
cities, San Diego, Los Angeles, Seattle and 
Portiand are all to have big summer shows in 
1912. and nrecede by only a few weeks the 
regular opening of the fair circuits of the Pacific 
an! the Northwest, 

The staid business man has found that it pays 
to advertise and that to merely advertise a lo 
ecality for its climate or its scenery is a doubt- 
ful expenditure. Therefore, it is necessary to 
have some notable event upon which to hang the 
advertising.

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The Motion Picture Situation 


By E. V. MORRISON. 
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present time seems to be centering very 

noticeably around two bodies of organiza 

tions, one the group of manufacturers 
forming the Motion Picture Distributing and 
Sales Company and the other the group of 
special feature film companies of which there are 
so many just now. Passing along the alignmen 
of interesting topics the possibility of a third 
faction and the discussion as to whom will 
compose it comes next in the line of interest 
while an important geographical change is like 
wise prominent. 

There is well-grounded reasons for the inter 
est exhibited over each of these subjects, In 
the Sales Company for instance, besides the 
general ehange which might be expected after 
the recent court decisions regarding the right 
of independent manufacturers to use certain 
alleged patents, the fact that there are four 
new concerns releasing or about to release their 
output, brings the body prominently into the 
limelight. Majestic, Republic, Ec!air-American 
and Comet are shortly to release their first 
reels. Each one of these concerns is constituted 
differently and of each different sorts of pro 
ductions are expected, 

Majestic has acquired a stock company of 
familiar and favorite players and is managed 
by one of the best-known men in the film busi 
ness, Mr. Tom Cochrane. Republic, likewise, 
headed by Herbert Miles, creates much _ in- 
terest because of its captaining while its plan 
of releasing two-reel subjects only, is offered as 
a decidedly novel innovation to the trade. 
Eclair, an old plant on new soil, with new but 
promising characters in its stock company, also 
begins with a feature release, while Comet is 
shortly to release the product of entirely new 
forces working under entirely new management, 
the Yankee staff having completely departed. 

Besides the fact that four new concerns are 
about to release their product through the Sales 
Company there is battering at its doors three 
new concerns who desire comradeship amongst 
the brethren within. Thus, the Lux American, 
which is as yet little more than an abstract 
idea in the mind of R. Prieur, present head of 
the French Lux, would come into existence as 
an Independent concern. The Shamrock of St. 
Louis, has suppliantly begged admission and the 
Ortho Company of New York, has applied for 
it. 

On the whole, the Sales Company's plan is 
betterment both in the line of an increased 
product through the admission of new concerns 
and the doubling up on releases by the manu- 
facturers formerly composing that body, and by: 
way of increased quality brought about by the 
engagement of better talent in the artists 
staff, enlarged facilities for developing and 
printing films and by changes in the locale of 
the steck companies which as started now is 
sure to work to the betterment of the output. 

While we placed the Sales Company first in 
line of important items in the New York ter- 
ritory the second mentioned is in our minds 
almost equally important and to many film men 
will appear more so. The long list of feature 
flim companies, headed by Kinemacolor anid 
made noticeable by Dante’s Inferno, Tempta- 
tions of a Great City and The Mystery of the 
Maine Company, is creating the basis for a 
more influential and more fundamental change 
than anything else in the film world. Ex 
change men all over the country have risen in 
rebellion at the large number of feature films 
which the exhibitors hire whenever they can to 
the sorrow of the exchange man’s program an‘ 
the detriment of his pocket book. However, 
the success of the features is what brings them 
into prominence while the wail of discontent 
is only subsidiary to the condition. With con 
flicting programs in almost every community 
claiming over five picture theatres it can easily 
be seen why the features are sought after

to prices ranging from 75 cents to $1.50 and 
almost every house selling a third more of the 
highest-price seats than the cheapest ones, De 
spite the fact that up to date mostly views of 
the Coronation have been the program, a sub 
ject which can never vitally interest Americans 
the shows have been huge successes in almost 
every city, and in New York and some of t 
larger cities the show has run for many weeks 
in succession, 

In speaking of the possibility of a third 
tributing company entering the field there is a 
subject at hand which is at once a topic for a 
whole volume of discussion and not worthy of 
any. Not that the effects of a third facti 
or the benefits of it are for a moment to be 
doubted but the fact that so many attempts 
at the formation of one have failed and 
fact that every attempt so far has failed wou 
seem to indicate the best policy would be to 
forget about third factions until one was act 
ually established. 


Prominent among the big bluffers in this line 
were the United Film Company, the Film Com- 
pany of America, the former National and th 
Associated Motion Picture Patents Company 
The past month has just witnessed the erasure 
of the name of the last deceased from the doors 
of its former offices. That the companies ar 
dead and that the promoters of them, with the 
exception of the National, have permanently 
abendoned the scheme, goes without saying. 


The National has perhaps caused more stir 
among the ranks of the Patents Company and 
the Sales Company than any other faction. T! 
fact that they went right ahead and establishe! 
exchanges and at the same time did an enormous 
amount of advertising attracted particular at 
tention to them while the temporary associatios 
of the name of B. E, Clements with the concer: 
and a handsome suite of offices on 45th Stree 
caused many stray manufacturers to make !r 
quiries and caught the attention of many sma! 
exchanges and exhibitors. The company offers 
a good sized program of mostly foreign-made 
lms. Its plan is a little different from that of 
the two already established distributing com 
panies in that it proposes to furnish exclusiv 
service to its own exchanges and the exchang 
furnishes this exclusive service to houses 
different localities The ultimate outcome 
this concern’s attempt to establish a business 
with a firm foundation is not known, its ear) 
failure being boped for by its competitors an 
its success assured by those in connection wi! 
it 

The plan of the Producers Film Company | 
so little known to outsiders that the company 
not looked upon as a probable competitor 
the established film concerns, but the fact 
they intend to show their films in the larg’ 
houses stamps them as a promising center ‘ 
interest.

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rosperity of American Playwrights 


By ROBERT GRAU. 
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LAYS by native authors were regarded 
with suspicion and even ridicule by 
theatrical managers as recently as a 
decade ago. Ten years further back, 

only the efforts of a Mark Twain or a 

Rret Harte ever reached the dignity of a pro- 
duction, and it is recalled that about this 
period the late Bartley Campbell suffered the 
greatest privations, while his plays lay thick 
with dust on the shelves in managerial sanctums. 

It was Campbell, however, who first broke the 
hoodoo attached to the American playwright, 
and this was accomplished with The Galley 
Slave, a play that had been passed up by every 
New York manager but one, and though the play 
earned for this manager nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars, Campbell himself was paid a 
paltry few bendred dollars outright, but his fame 
as its author resulted in the managere tumbling 
over each other for the very same plays the 
rights to which had been previously offered to 
them by Campbell at any price, The White 
Slave was written long before The Galley Slave. 
also My Partner and Fate, and Siberia. Each 
of these brought Campbell a fortune, and they 
are nearly all potent to this day for stock com- 
panies, 

As recently as five years ago, Eugene Walter, 
in another generation and in a far more propi- 
tious era, hawked his first play, Paid in Full, 
from one menager’s office to another, and it ts 
sald of him that while the MS. was being neg- 
lected in the offices of a prominent theatrical 
firm, the author was forced to sleep in Bryant 
Park for want of a place of shelter, and when 
Paid in Frill was produced at the Astor Theatre, 
where {t ran nearly two years, this same man- 
agement that had kept the MS. for over a year, 
tried to claim proprietory rights, and to this 
day litigation has been in order, but the play 
bas sv» far earned for Wagenhals and Kemper 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars, while 
Walter himself has not made much less, 

Like Campbell, Walter shook the dust off of 
the dozen or more MSS, of plays since produced 
with success, and had he written nothing new 
since his first play triumphed, he 
retired with the assurance that his annual in- 
come would be larger than the president's for 
more years than anv of our chief magistrates 
have resided in the White House. 

Rut all this Is-changed now; the native play- 
wright is no longer barred. Moreover, he !s 
sought and encouraged and he now has prece- 
dence over the foreign author, even in the off- 
ces of the largest and most important producers 
This result was brought about gradually, but 
was emphatically in evidence last year, when 
our most prolific producer of plays, Charles Froh- 
man, did not score a single success with a for- 
eign play—one by one these were abandoned— 
the companies dishanded—and the paraphernalia 
sent to the store houses, while such American 
plays as Get-Rich-Quick Wallingford, The Coun- 
try Ror, Rebecea of Sunnybrook Farm. Excuse 
Me, The Fortune Hunter and Seven Days packed 
the theatres to their capacity for long runs. 

Even Charles Frohman is now partial to Amer- 
lean plays, and his output for the present sea- 
Son contains several of these, while Daniel Froh- 
man, who has expressed himeelf vigorously on 
the subject. is opening his season at the Lyceum 
Theatre with a play of American life by an 
author wholly unknown to fame A glance at 
the programs at the different theatres will re- 
veal the names of a half dozen American eu- 
thors and their productiona, Not one Is a fa- 
Millar neme. The transformation has been so 
remarkable that for we first time in American 
theatrics] history plays by foreign authors are in 
the freat minority on the announcements of our 
Playhouses, while ninety per cent of the new

Foreign plays have never yielded the fortunes 
to thelr owners that have been recorded for the 
successful American ‘“‘hits,’’ nor do they pos- 
sere the element of longevity demonstrated by 
the latter. The Old Homestead ran for thirty- 
five years, and earned in excess of three mil- 
lion dollars. Ben-Hur holds the record in this 
country for box-office receipts—weekly gross tak- 
ings in excess of $30,000 have often resulted 
from this play, now completing its second dec- 
ade, with no indication of any retrograde move- 
ment. In fact, Ben-Hur is to be presented this 
year on three different continents, and as evi- 
dence of its extraordinary hold on the public, 
it can be stated that in the city of Altoona, Pa., 


having a population of 50,000, the play was pre- 
sented for a full week three times within five 
years, and at the last visit $15,000 was taken 
in—a remarkable achievement for a city not far 
ot from what is considered a ‘‘one night 
stand,”’ 

The Lion and the Mouse has had a vogue never 
approached by any foreign play, and as many as 
four companies have presented it simultaneously, 
and the same is true of The Third Degree. 
Charles Klein, the author of The Lion and the 
Mouse, has an income of more than $150,000 a 
year, and this is expected to be greatly added 
to this year, when four companies are to pre- 
sent his latest success, The Gambler. 
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An instance of the extraordinary success 
achieved by American authors is well {llustrated 
in the case of James Forbes. It does not seem 
so long ago when he was the press agent for 
Henry W. Savage, and until very recently he 
was serving H. B. Harris in a similar capacity. 
Mr. Forbes evolved .a short story for a popular 
magazine, and he was induced to make a vau- 
deville sketch from. the‘ theme. The Chorus 
Lady was the result. Rose Stahl, then a fairly 
well known star in the provinces, was selected 
for the title role, and an effort was made to se- 
cure an opening in one of the vaudeville houses, 
This was by no means easy. Finally a ‘“‘try- 
out’’ performance was given at Proctor’s 23d 
Street Theatre on a Sunday evening. A ‘“‘hit’”’ 
was made by star and sketch. Bookings were 
plentiful at a weekly salary of $350. Recently 
$3,000 a week was offered the same star and 
vehicle in the very same theatres, 


To return to Mr, Forbes. He expanded his 
successful vaudeville sketch into a full eve- 
ning’s entertainment. Three fortunes have been 
made with The Chorus Lady. H. B. Harris be- 
came a wealthy man from this his first big win- 
ner; Miss Stahl is a rich woman and one of the 
biggest drawing cards on the stage; Mr. Forbes’ 
royalties today on The Chorus Lady, The Trav- 
eling Salesman and The Commuters are figured 
to be not less than $2,000 a week. 


Paul Armstrong is a product of the last decade 
—all of his successes have come forth in the 
lest five years—yet it is qa poor week whep he 
does not collect $1,500 in royalties, a sum that 
is expected to be doubled this year because of 
the several companies to present The Deep Pur- 
ple, and also two new plays by Mr. Armstrong 
are additional sources of income for this our 
most intrepid playwright. 


If American playwrights had a hard struggle 
for recognition, what may be said of the Amer- 
ican author and composer of grand opera, 


Such a thing as an American grand opera has 
never been seriously regarded by the impresa- 
rios. Until about two years ago, greatly through 
agitation and partly through public spirited con- 
tests, when conditions underwent a marked 
change, which demonstrated itself by the extra- 
ordinary but inspiring spectacle of three native 
grand operas by different collaborators, pre- 
sented in three different opera houses in New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia, within a eingle 
month, and at least one of these, Natoma, has 
enduring qualities, while the present season wili 
see still another grand opera presented, this 
time at the Metropolitan Opera House, and if 
the outcome from the production of Messrs. 
Parker and Hooker's prize opera, Mona, 1s fav- 
orable, then, indeed is it likely that grand op- 
era problems of the future will be solved through 
native talent as far as the scores and librettos 
are concerned. 
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Progress of Burlesque 


By SYDNEY WIRE. 
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N spite of the wonderful strides that have 
been made in the advancement of bur- 
lesque and the vast magnitude of im 
pregnable solidity to which it has grown, 
it seems as though it were the most misunder- 


stood, and perhaps the most isolated branch of 
theatricals today. This, although a somewhat 
broad statement, is nevertheless true, and 


a slight peep into the subject will easily con- 
frm the statement. By this I do not mean to 
eay that there are not a few who are convers- 
ant with the existing conditions, but it is cer- 
tainly true that the average showman has no 
conception of the present magnitude of the twe 
mighty burlesque wheels, and there are even 
many who are closely associated with the busi- 
ness who do not even know one wheel from the 
other and the names of the various attractions 
of the two opposite circuits. It seems deplor- 
able that people who make their living in the 
great woirl of burlesque should be so badly in- 
formed ~~ a subject with which they. shoula 


be, In some measure, familiar, and the cause 
of the lack of interest is by no means ap- 
parent. I should not want this statement to 
be taken as being applicable to even the ma- 
jority, but it is true that there are many agents 
and even managere who do not even know 
apon what circuit such and such an attraction 
fis. and upon what wheel such and such a the- 
atre is. The showmen in general has usually 
something unkind to say of the various theat- 
gical journals which are devoted to the amuse- 
ment business, but it seems as though he fails 
to give them a fair chance, or at least to read 
them so that he can keep informed upon the 
ever-moving conditions of the game. 

It is true that the burlesque business is, per- 
haps, @he most complicated of all branches 
of show business, and with its ever-changing 
¢itles and franchises and constantly varying 
route, it is hard to keep in touch with the 
somewhat erratic vagaries of the business. 

It is never still, and each season brings new 
dlievelopments, new shows, new owners, new 
managers, new principals, new agents and new 
ehoristers. From a practically small industry 
at has grown to be an enormous double-cylinder 
machine, which has spread its octopus-like 
fimbs over the entire country and its spokes or 
theatres now represent the very best there is 
in the way of modern theatre construction, It 
ould be tardly fair to say that there are any 
etter performers in burlesque than there were 
a“ quarter of a century ago, as a glance at 
ld programs will verify, but the great im- 
provements which have been made in scenery, 
‘wardrobes, productions and establishment of 
two mammoth circuits have given it an in- 
vincibility which is unrivalled, even by the 
Palaces which house the higher class and more 
expensive productions. Burlesque always has, 
and is still getting, the very best talent ob- 
talnable, and there are few entertainers of the 
comedy school who have not, at some time, 
been identified with burlesque. To those who 
are not familiar with the earlier stages of the 
history of modern burlesque, it might be of in- 


one time ornamented the programs of the old 
burlesque show, and a careful search into the 
files ef old programs would bring forth a still 
more lengthy and surprising list.

There are 
today some of the very brightest men in the 
executive end of the show business at the bead 
of burlesque organizations and wheel theatres, 
and The Billboard intends and hag already an- 
nounced its intention of printing a series of 
photographs which will represent the men who 
are at the head of the various shows and bur- 
lesqve theatres on both the Columbia and Em- 
pire Burlesque Circuits, The Billboard has made

The Palace would probably have 
fared better under old conditions with ordinary 
park amusements, but ambition came in. and 
now the Palace is to be sold at public auction. 
on November 28 and may or may not be open 
to the public after this season, as certain spec- 
ulators looking for a great bargain hope to 
be able to buy in the 200 acres and divide it 
into building lots, which are valuable In that 
district. It is a great shame that such a 
fate should befall this wonderful palace after 
sixty years of service, etc. 

9th—Rabassada, Barcelona, Spain—Bullt by 
Jobn Calvin Brown, but operated by a Spanish. 
company. On the opening day of this park 
more than 20,000 people were carried on the 
scenic railway and the charge for that one day 
for each ride was fixed at 95 cents in American. 
money. The total receipts of the park and 
attractions for the day were more than $50,000, 
and will perhaps be considered as a mcord when, 
it is kuown that only eight attractions const!- 
tute the park. 

10th—Luna Park, Paris—Perhaps no park in 
existence was ever so successful during its 
first season as was this one; but the second 
year has been to a certain extent disastrous, and 
the shareholders are not as well satisfied as 
if they had taken their dividends a year ago. 
Nothing really new was introduced and the old 
things were not attractive for another year, 
and especially when the size of the park—less. 
than three acres—was takep into xaeccourt It 
would seem hard to Introduce new things with- 
ont destroying old ones that had not paid for 
themselves. Business bas only been really good 
on Sundays and holidays and those days when 
special events occurred. 

lith—Magie City. l’aris—This park, being the 
newest and most complete in every respect ever 
constructed, bas attracted wide attention from 
the managers of other resorts, as well as from 
the general public. While weather conditions 
might have been more favorable, still. the attend- 
ance has been something phenomenal and the 
concessiovers have, every one, made guod money. 
Paris has never befure seen such a place of 
outdoor amusement. where. within ten minutes 
after a heavy rain, the most delicate fuotwear 
could be used on dry walks. This was sccom- 
plished by making all board walks In al) parts 
of the park and so arranging the drainage from 
same that no water could pessibly remain at 
any point. Paris bas many showers during a 
summer and this point of comfort soon became 
known to the fashionable throug and ALL Paris 
came to Magic City in consequence of knowing 
that they could enjoy the twenty-nine shows 
and hear the splendid music in comfort at any 
time or hour. Shelter was provided for all who.

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“How is the amusement game where the sun 
sets?"’ 


HIS question asked me in a letter from 
an BPastern park manager requires more 
than the brief reply, ‘‘all right.”” So I 
will skip along the Western Coast from 


San Diego to San Francisco and take you with 


me. 

In the extreme southwest corner of California, 
right on the edge of old Mexico, we find San 
Diego with an amusement boom that rings out 
by day and night. Here will be held in 1915 
the Panama California Exposition, and this city 
will have at least a_ $10,000,000 show. San 
Diego is the closest United States seaport to 
the big Panama ditch. It possesses one of the 
finest harbors in the world and new railroads 
are already building in anticipation of the 
canal opening. 

Colonel Collier, a mutlti-millionaire, is the 
head of the California Panama Exposition. The 
Colonel is a hustler and has billed the western 
country for his show “‘like a cireus."”” Frank 
Allen, of the Seattle Exposition of a few 
years ago, is at the head of the public works 
department and has plans for one of the most 
compact and finest expositions ever arranged. 
The amusement features will predominate. Al- 
ready hundreds of men are at work on the ex- 
position site and San Diego has the cash to 
finish what it starts. 

During the 1915 Panama Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco all railroad tickets from the 
East will be routed, at the request of the 
purchaser and without extra charge, via San 
Diego, so the southern city expects to enter- 
tain everybody. 

A large section of the San Diego show has 
‘been set aside for amusement features. Colonel 
Collier told me a few days ago that this end 
of the exposition would be pushed rapidly al- 
though concession contracts would not be ready 
for some months yet. 

Coronado Beach lies across the harbor from 
Ban Diego. Here we find the celebrated tent 
city and a number of small amusements which 
are being adde dto year by year, but to the pres- 


-ent day they include no large riding devices or 


modern park attractions of size. 

Almost midway along the Pacific Coast be- 
tween San Diego and Long Beach is a new 
amusement enterprise as yet in the early 
stages of development It is known as New- 
port Beach and is backed by real estate in- 
terests which are preparing to install amuse- 
ments. 

Long Beach, the next stop of interest to 
amusement people, is located twenty-two miles 
from Los Angeles and boasts of the finest re- 
sort hotel on the Pacific Coast—the Virginia. 
f-ong Beach has many amusements, nine-tenths 
of them antiquated. No riding devices of mod- 
ern construction have been built here, but Tom 
Prior has abont landed a racing coaster and it 
is probable that May 1 will see a material 
change in the Long Reach amusement com- 
plexion. Long Beach is a dry town and has 
gone forward slowly, in consequence. Its busi- 
ness has been considerably diverted to Redondo, 
Venice and Ocean Park. However. Long Beach 
has a city population in the twenty thousands 
and plavs big summer crowds from Los Angeles 
and really offers a fair field to amusement men 


The next Coast resort is Redondo Beach, the | 


most substantially constructed of all the beach 
resorts. Here the street railway company has 
upwards if a million dollars invested in the 
finest bath house on the Coast and in other bean- 
tiful and substantial improvements. Again no 
modern riding devices or the big money earners 
of the East. Rodondo has a cinch on the picnic 
business of Los Angeles and in my humble opin- 
jon there is no better amusement prospect on the 
Coast. The field is restricted to a certain ter- 
ritory. not large enongh to permit of over bnild- 
ing. Here is a local population of only 5,000, 
but the traction company brings large crowds 
and no one depends on the home guards. 


Venice, Ocean Park and Sanata Monica, a 
beach stretch of five miles, is our next amuse- 
ment resort on the Pacific Ocean. This resort 
is as modern as the others are antique, and mil- 
lions of money are now being .- invested here. 
This magnificent stretch of beach is destined to 
become the showman’s paradise—nothing to 
equal it in his wide country of ours. 

Here we ahve not only the modern amuse 
ments but the big canvas top shows of the 
West. Miller Brothers & Arlington's 101 
Ranch is playing Venice every Saturday and 
Sunday to big business and hopscotching around 


playing inland towns during the week days. | 
in a short time the big ranch show will settle 
down at Venice into winter quarters. Edward 
Arlington is making his bome at Venice and is 
more than likely to stay here permanently. 
The Big Al G. Barnes Show comes to Venice 
for the winter in a few weeks and will be 
quartered in one of the large pier buildings 
Wintering ere something different. 
The shows will shew all winter and more than

HE modern amusement park may have 
many ingenious riding devices that ap- 
peal more or less to the public but the 
scenic railway and coaster or in other 
words gravity railways are far and away th 
most popular with young and old. The reason 
is the excitement and pleasure obtained by 
_ridiag down the great inclines up and over the 
hills at a speed of sixty to ninety miles an 
hour. Speed is the cry today and speed ts 
the essential feature of the gravity railway. 

From the owner's standpoint these rides are 
also the most popular on account of their 
enormous earning capacity, from $200 to $500 

or hour. Several rides I have constructed 
ave carried over 500,000 passengers in one 
season, 

Some twenty years ago a man, broken in 
health from too close application to business, 
was ordered to the mountains of Colorado, there 
to rest and regain, if possible, the health bh 
had lost. As the months passed by health grad 
vally returned and his thoughts were constantly 
on the subject of how he would make his live 
lihood when forced once more to take up the 
battle of life. The thonght occurred to him 
one day, that a pleasure ride, based on the prin 
ciple of the gravity railways he had seen in the 
Pennsylvania coal regions, carrying coal from 
the mines to the point of shipment. would he a 
money maker.

The ewitchback rallway consisted of two tow 
ers some twenty-five feet high, five hundred feet 
apart and connected by an undulating track 
way, wide enough for sma!l cars to pass each 
other. The cars were somewhat similar to those 
now in use on the figure eight of to-day Pas 
sengers were obliged to climb a stairway at the 
loading station, there take the cars, holdine 
four: when passengers were seated an attend 
ant pushed the cars from the platform and b’ 
gravity they rushed down the structure to th 
ground, up and over small undulations § and 
finally reached the second tower, where an 
attendant pushed them around a curve in this 
tower and started them down the 
the return trip. On reaching the home sta 
tion they walked down a stairway to the 
ground while the car was pushed up a little 
grade to the loading platform ready for another 
load of riders. The popularity of this little 
ride (the foundation of all the great rides of 
to-day) was instantaneous and esimilar rides 
were built, not only In this country, but also 
in South America and England. The one in 
England was erected in Earl’s Oourt, London.

For years this little ride paid enormous divi 
dends to the holding company. Royalty enjoyed 


| coasting on this switchback and Prince Edward 


later crowned King of England, rode many times 
Earl's Court switchback and enjoyed 
the excitement as much as his humblest sub 
ject. 

From the bulding of the switchback dates th: 
bevinning of the great park rides of to-day 
which are the wonder and admiration of all who 
see them. 

In the ewitchback no power was used but 
gravity; to-day power is used to draw the great 
trains to the top of the immense inclines and 
then nature's force, gravity, does the rest, 
carrying them down the inclines at express 
speed around the curves at racing speed to final 
ly landing them safe at the home station. 

From the single coaster it was but a step 
to make a double one and the racing coaster ix 
no more than two coasters built side by side, 
adding the element of racing to the element 
of apeed. 

The first ewitchhback cost about 85.000; now 
as much as $75,000 is invested in one of th: 
modern rides and the cost is ever mounting 
higher.

This is a total of thirty-two houses, all 
cutting into the receipts of the bigger houses. 
These theatres In the main show a _ greater 
profit year in and year out than the big timers 
do, ¢ 

Several years ago managers stated that the 

smaller houses would act as schools and edu- 
cate a new public for-the real houses. This- 
may be true, in part. But while they have 
been educating a new public they have also 
drawn from the reguiar patronage of the vaude- 
ville theatres and slowly but surely raised 
their prices, increased the size of their bills 
and held those that received their schooling in 
the combination houses. Their ‘‘pupils’’ have 
clung to them and not transferred their affec- 
tion to the regular theatres, 
The big time manager is surely fathering an’ 
opposition in the small timers that will even- 
tually prove so strong that the big time houses 
will have to cut their prices rather than raise 
them to fight the wolf they have fed with the 
crumbs from their own table. 

It will uot be more than a year at the least 
before one will see the wajority of the small 
timers showing ten-act programs and charging 
prices ranging from 15 to Sv cents, with a poe 
sibility of 75 cents for the buoves and then @ 
war will really be declared that will finally 
end with the big managers losing a large 
bank roll, 

Several years ago when the William Mor- 
rigs opposition was in full working order it cost 
the managers quite a large sum. The Morrle 
circuit at that time was a musbroom affair that 
spring into existence within a few months. The 
jumps were miles and miles apart. Morris him- 
seif tried to be the kite and tail of the circuit 
at the same time and naturally working both 
ends he had to leave many of the deals that he 
started but half finished. 

In the present instance the opposition that is. 
sure to develop in time will not be of the 
over night sort, but it will have its houses 
established as well as a clientele for them, 
In this connection it might be wise to remark 
that William Morris has as many lives as the 
proverbial cat und at present is connected fa 
such a way that he will undoubtedly be a factor™ 
that will count to an extent in the next vaude- 
ville war. 

Some will say why will the small time man- 
ager want to enter the big time field when his 
houses that are presenting vaudeville of the 
junior type are in the majority coining money 
and sheuwing profits that none of the larger 
houses are. There is but one reason and that is 
vanity. There isn’t one of the managers that 
have sprung into existence In the last few 
years and have amassed fortunes through dish- 
ing up combination vandeville and picture en- 
tertainment who doesn't hate the phrase ‘small 
time.’”” He would give any portion of his profite 
to have that tag removed from bis back and 
have the admiration of the actor to the same 
extent that the managers of the affiliated in- 
terests have. 

There is only one thing to do now and that 
is to watch and wait. Time will bring its owm 
developments. The dogs of war are not dead, 
but only slumbering. apd it is an absolute cer- 
tainty that some one is going to twist their 
tails in the very near future.

for a return to the profession, I am pleased to 
state that there is hardly a day passes 
that I' do not think of my former associates 
and recall the past. But thug far I have no 
desire or longing, although 1 bave some very 
flattering cffers. I have heard but very little 
regarding the business and news of the big 
shows except what 1 have read in The Billboard 
and also .a very cordial letter from = Mr. 
Al Ringling yesterday, and from what I 
bear all the big shows have had a prosperous 
season and are vow, of course, in winter quar- 
ters preparing for the season of 1912, 

Since I have been mingling with the “truly 
rural’’ and building contractors (which has beea 
my lot since “I kissed the sawdust good-bye"’) 
1 am often asked regarding the character and 
integrity of circus and theatrical people com- 
pared with people in other pursuits, and when 
I tell them frankly that cireus and theatrical 
people as to aprightness of character and seund- 
ness of moral and business principles will com- 
pare favorably with the general run of mankind, 
they question my sincerity. But believe me I 
never Knew just how to compare the professional 
with the neon professional until the past four 
years hag given me a good opportunity to pass 
judgment from actual experience. Of course, 
there Is good and bad in all classes and this 
applies to the profession of amusements as 
well as In every other walk of life. 


My principal dealings since I gave up the 
show business has been with building contract- 
ors and farmers and I find that they, too, 
will advertise far beyond their intentions to 
make good; in fact, I very much doubt if any 
circus or theatrical Manager would stoop to 
some of the petty larceny doings that I have 
known them to do—for instance if you wish 
to build in Chicago as a rule you advertise 
that you will accept bids; then you will be. be- 
sieged with a swarm of contractors and archi- 
tects, each one cautioning you about being care- 
ful with whom you deal as there are thousands 
of ways they can cheat you. But it makes 
but little difference which one you give the bus- 
iness to, you may rest assured “tyou will get it 
handed to you" for in nearly every instance 
the contractors have to give up to the architect 
in order that he will not see the imperfections 
in material and workmanship and watch as 
close as you may yourself you are sure to get 
the worst of it—‘‘the double cross."’ 

Then Mr. Farmer, who is supposed to be the 
personification of honest dealings—you have 
to exercise all the cunning of circus parlance 
to keep abreast of bim, especially if you trade 
horses; “whew,’’ look out; “the is there with 
the big mit... Then some of them resort to 
ttle penny graft that would be way beneath 
the most trifling candy butcher by having 
dealings with them. (I now have forty rent- 


ers.) I know whereof I speak as they tell me 
of some of the tricks in the trade, “Of course 
they have never done anything like it,’’ but they 
tell me of farmers they Anow who keep all the 
big eggs for their own use and take the small 
ones to market and will mix in with them 8 
lot of eggs that have been under setting hens 
until they are no good.

It also 
developed that an attorney appeared at the po- 
lice station several minutes before any of the 
prisoners were brought in and offered to defend 
any of the arrested men 

Potatoes, eggs, 


vegetables and other missiles 
Were thrown on the stage and several of the 
acters were struck. Miss McGee received a 
articularly hard blow on the head by a potato, 
ut her wealth of hair saved ber from serious 
injury. The andience was mainly a fashion- 
ably dressed one. The playlet, The Jail Gate 
preceded the performance of The Play Boy and 
met with no disturbances, but promptly upon 
the announcement of the second bill, hisses 
came from the gallery and spread throughout 
the whole house.

Good 
shows are not all there is to show business, 
and the attraction alone Is not the sole draw- 
ing card at any theatre. The public is becom- 
ing educated. and is certainly growing more 
generally intelligent every day, insomuch that 
it certainly prefers a decent domicile wherein 
to enjoy its shows in preference to the broken 
down shack «of former days. In addition to a 
comfortable building, which must be well lght- 
ed, ventilated and heated, it also demands good 
service In the form of politeness and courtesy 
at the bands of tie house employees. A _ pleas- 
ant-faced and smiling treasurer can sell more 
seats and get better uo» ney for them. than can 
the Insolent and snappy grouch, while a good 
tempered usher leaves a man in a more comfort- 
able frame of mind to enjoy the show be it 
good or bad. The house surroundings and gen- 
eral local impressions are apt to leave «a map 
in a bad mood and to cuuse him to see a show 
through the wrong kind of glasses, while a good 
humor alWays helps matters, and sends a would- 
be knocker away boosting. There is only one 
way to do business in any Hine of trade, be it 
commercial or theatrical, and that Is to take 
the other fellow’s money with the easiest form 
of grace and to give bim the treatment that 
is due him as a patron of your establisiment, 
Think this over, managers of both burlesque 
wheels, and of some other kinds of theatres as 
well.

them all together, and say that they reached a 
remarkably high level. Two members, how- 
ever, stood out almost by themselves, and one 
of them was the American tenor, Orville Har- 
rold. Harrold is new to us on this side, but he 
got there for the first time of asking. His 
fine sympathetic and resonant voice made an 
immediate impression and he should be a tower 
of strength to Hammerstein, in this and other 
productions, In his hands the part of Arnold 
was given with rare dramatic power and ten- 
derness of expression, and he bore his share 
of the Trio manfully, being more than once in- 
terrupted by applause. His partners were M. 
Danse as Tell and Henry Weldon as Walter. 
The former of these shared Harrold's success. 
He has an extremely rich and powerful baritone 
voice and sings with great vigor and remark- 
ably clear enunciation. Weldon has a fine bass 
voice and the singing of the Trio was unsually 
excellent. Francis Combe made an impressive 
Gesler and Mile, Victoria Fer as Mathilda also 
scored. The latter’s rendering of  Sombres 
Forets and her duet with Harrold fairly brought 
down the house. Again the chorus came in for 
unstinted praise, and the orchestra under the 
direction of Signor Luigi Cherubini excelled it- 
self, It need hardly be said that the scenes 
and costumes were on the usual gorgeous Ham- 
merstein scale, 

The only other production of the week was the 
revival of A Butterfly on the Wheel at the Queen's 
Theatre. Edward G. Hemmerde and Francis 
Nellson’s clever drama of the divorce court was 
withdrawn before it had nearly exhausted its 
popularity, and there ls no reason why it should 
net have a prosperous run on the present occa-

@00d booking agency can offer seven or eight 
months of consecutive time with all week 
Stands. What a difference between the cozy, 
Steam-heated «dressing room of a theatre and 
that of a circus? 

The writer bas in mind two young circus per- 
formers. They were virtually born in the 
business. They were expert trapeze artists, 
doubied in a horizontal bar act, and in addition 
they did a gong and dance In the concert. The 
latter they did for the privilege of selling song 
dooks. For their act in the big show they re- 
ceived $65 per week, their board and trans- 
portation. Everybody knows the trials and 
vicissitudes which confront the average circus 
performer, One season they went out with three 
different shows, all of which were stranded, and 
necessitated their wiring for transportation 

me, 

Finally. in despair, they signed with a well- 
known booking agent for six months’ solid time, 
Their salary was $150 per week, less ten per 
cent., which they paid the agent. Out of this 
amount they were compelled to pay their board 
and transportation. The performers averaged 
$90 per week after they paid their expenses. 
Their vaudeville act ran twelve minutes, and 
consisted only of their work upon the trapeze. 
It is no wonder that the call of vaudeville is 
so seductive. The strange part is that nearly 
all of the high-class circus performers do not 
harken, 

Call it art, or anything you wish, but the 
average man ig not out in the world solely for 
actual money. One generally had rather work 
at a trade which he really loves at a emaller 
salary than that which he would command at 
something else, A minister will toil and labor for 
$300 or $400 per annum. At something else he 
could probably command a $1,000. It is the 
love for his profession which makes him a 

reacher, So it is with the circus performer. 

Yhen they once get the giamor of tinsel, the 
odor of tanbark, the blare of trumpets, the 
ehrill piping of fifes and the deen rumble of 
drums all firmiv inveigled In bis being, be may 
be always enrolled as a member of the wander- 
ing tribe of the white tops, 

The only way in which to keep their best 
performars. managers have learned that 
salaries must be increased. While the pay 
of the ring performers has been increased, it 
must be noted that musicians do not get any 
more than they did five years ago. It is ridic- 
ulous that the average circus musician does 
not get over $30 per month, but statistica show 
this 


Even with the advance fn the pay of acrobats 
and other circus performers, it stands in vivid 
contrast to that of the thespian, and particu- 
larly the ones who tread the vandeville boards. 
Two comedians may frame up a little song and 
dance act. They get together a few of the 
late songs, together with a collection of gage, 
rehearse for ten days, and they are+ready to 

et their booking. The poor acrobat works 

‘or years to perfect hie act. The song and 
dance men will carry thelr costumes and make- 
up around in a suite case, while the acrobat 
must pay excese baggage on his propa. When 
the ghost walks the song and dance men will 

et almost double the pay of their brothers who 

ave dexerted the ring. But such are the con- 
ditions, and it only remains to be seen if Father 
Time will remedy them.

asked me to do him a favor. I said ‘Do you 
want any money? He said: ‘‘No.”’ then told 
me that if he could get to Nashville he could 
get work in the theatre as an usher, and that 
would keep him until spring, when he would go 
out with the Wm. Lake Circus. He told me 
that his carpet bag was in his room: if he 
could get it out he would start for Nashville 
that night: that there was a brakeman on 48 
freight train that was to leave that night who 
would take him into Nashville. With the ten 
cents he had bought a ball of twine. He wanted 
me to go up to his room and let his ‘‘grip’’ out 
of the window to him. which I did. He got to 
Nashville. The hotel in those days had a 
blackboard behind the desk, where they posted 
the names of those that had left without paying 
their bills. Next morning James Bailey was 

ted as leaving without paying his bill. When 
immie came back in the spring he paid his 
dill 


Another one of the Rarnum owners was James 
Hutchinson, who started in the show business as 
a candy butcher with the Robinson Show. Dan 
Castello, another owner, was one time clown 
“with Frank Robbins, the wealthy 
showman of Jerse, City, started fn with the 
game show. Al] the great clowns at one time 
have traveled with the show. Dan Rice, the 
greatest of them all; John Lowlow, who for 
years was the favorite of the South; John Dav- 
enport, Mat Buckley, Jerry Harper, Sam Long, 
fam Stickney, Pete Conklin, Wallett. Mike Lip- 
, Dan Castello, John Purvis, Al. Aymar, 
Wm. Ashe, Al. Miaco, Happy Jack Lawton, Den 
Stone. Gil Eldred. who afterwards became part- 
ner with John Robinson. The partnership lasted 
nearly twenty years. When they separated, 
Eldred told John Robinson that In five years he 
(Eldred) would be the richest showman in the 
world. and that Robinson would not have a cent. 
It turned out the reverse. Eldred lost his show, 
went to Spain and died poor, while Robinson 
went to Cincinnati and died wealthy. 

In 1867, traveling throngh the South by wa- 

s, we bave been on three lots In one day. 

e would leave one lot In the morning. travel 
fifteen miles, put up the canvas, give a show, 
pack up and drive twenty miles to another 
town. In going from Memphis to a amall town, 
we did not get into the town until next morning, 
We showed the animals for fifty cents admis- 
gion,, and then packed up and drove to Forest 
City. Ark., and gave a night show, so we caught 

with our dates. 
ven those dsys the hotels that we stopped at 
had only two or three rooms. One was occu- 
pled by the ladies of the company. and the other 
by the men, Such a thing as a hed on a bed- 
stead we never knew. Straw was thrown on the 
foor and a strip of muslin was tacked down 
over the straw: no pillows, no blankets. Think 
of the difference nowadays. when all the larcze 
ghowrs have from five to ten Pullman sleepers. 
The exnting was awful. In some places ther com- 
mended to cook the fool two weeks before the 
ghow came to town. The food generally con- 
sisted of pork and corn bread; coffee was 
parched corp, sweetened with maple sugar— 


and the roads that we had to travel over. We 
had to send a wagon out before any of the 
circus wagong could go. In the wagon was elx 
or eight men with shovels, picks, hoes, fixing 
the roads. There were no ferries In those days, 
We had to ford all rivers. Once, in crossing 
the Chattahooche River, near Mariana, Fla., 
Was wading through the river, hunting for a 
wagon that had got lost—I was carrying a 
torch—when I felt a squirming around my legs. 
I looked down and saw a large alligator trying 
to get through my legs. I threw the lighted 
torch at him. The way he got was a caution. 
Think of the predicament it left me in—no light, 
wading around in the river in the dark hunting 
for a wagon, when I saw some of the men 
coming back to find the wagon and myself. At 
last we found the wagon and got out all right. 

Some of the old-time owners of circuses that 
I have professionally known were: John Nathans, 
Dick Sands, Geo, Bailey, A. Avery Smith, Lew 
June, Van Amberg, Hyatt Frost, Herr Dries- 
back, Lewis Lent, Joseph Brown, Chas. panld- 
ing, Chas. Rogers, Jerry Mabie. Yankee Robin- 
son, Miles Orton, P. A. Older. John Murray, 
Eaton Stone, Wm. Lake, Chas. Noyes, Doc Thay- 
er. J. M. French. Adam  Forepangh, John 
O’Brien, all the Sells Brothers, S. H. Barrett, 
Dan Rice. 

Think of the way shows advertise nowadays. 
Father started hig agent out of Mobile, Ala., 
with a mule and a pair of saddle-hags contain- 
ing two weeks’ paper for the advertising of his 
show. Nowadays it takes three or four cars 
filled with paper to advertise the show for two 
or three weeks, 

One little story of John Robinson will bear 
repeating. He used to ride a_ six-horse act 
dressed as the devil. In a small town in North 
Carolina, the circus tent was put up alongside 
of a colored church. The preacher had been 
preaching all dey against the show. At night 
the circus had the largest crowd. The preacher 
Was preaching away, when father came ont 
from his act dressed as the devil. He went to 
the church door and told the preacher that he 
had the largest crowd. The preacher thought 
that the devil had appeared to him. He went 
out of the window and the congregation after 
him, and to this day they tell in that village 
that the devil appeared there once. 

We often read of the expensive beds that 
kings and queens have slept on, bnt think that 
John F. Robinson (The Governor) slept on a bed 
for four months in Texas, the most costly 
bed that was ever slept on. We were traveling 
in Texas in the years 1869. The only money 
that was in circulation at that time was gold 
and allver. The ‘“‘Governor’’ had to take all 
the money that the show took In. At one time 
he had over $200,000 in twenty dolar gold 
pieces. There was no way to ship it ont of the 
country unless he paid twenty cents on the dol- 
lar for shipping. He had it in bags covering 
the bottom of a small bus that he rode In. On 
top of the money was his bed. so that at one 
time he slept on a bed of two hundred thousand 
dollars. 

A story that {llustrates the popular favor that 
the Robinson Show held In the South comes to 
my mind with the thought of two darkties. 
These two uncles were stsuding in the streets 
of Raleign, N. C.. one day, watching some bill- 
posters putting up posters. The first poster read 
in huge letters, “‘Barnom’s Greatest Show On 
Farth.”” 

“Lawd, dat ain’t right." said one. ‘Dat ain’t 
the largest; John Robinson's is de largest.”’ 

The other agreed with him. Ther watched 
the billposters a moment longer, and then he- 
fore their eyes spread out the !ast of the ad- 
emg date, “Sept. 1." 

“Um,” sald the first darkey, ‘’Cept one, 
dat’s Old John Robinson’s.”’ ¥ ” ane

CHICAGO SEASON IN REVIEW. 
(Continued from page 19.) 


The history of these attractions in Chicago is 
as follows: 

Louisiana Lou, a sparkling musical comedy, 
the book and lyrics by Frederick Donaghey 
and Adison Burkhardt, with music by Ben 
Jerome, and scenic effects and staging by Frank 
Smithson took to the boards at the La Salle 
Opera House under the management of Harry 
Askin on September 3, and has thus far sus- 
tained a run of thirteen consecutive wecks. 
It reveals Alexander Carr as a new comic 
factor, and with Mary Quive, Eva Fallon, 
Bernard Granville, Sophie Tucker and other 
luminaries, is accounted excellent entertain- 
ment. The house is small but has always been 
Tegarded as a good revenue producer, and good 
business is attended the present enterprise 
since its inauguration. 

Holbrook Plinn started out with good bus!l- 
ness at the Garrick, which gradualiy simmered 
down to moderate. The Sheldon drama ia 
Which he starred, had been seen here before, 
which probably accounts for the lack of en- 
thusiasm manifested by playgoers. H. A. La 
Motte as Porky McCoy enjoyed recognition along 
with the star. The Sheldon play remained at 
the Garrick four weeks. 

William Hodge in the Tarkington-Wilson 
play, The Man From Home, returned to the 
scenes of his early successes, and repeated his 
original triumphs for a fortnight, after which 
his stay at the Grand simmered down Into a 
comfortable run, which covered in its entirety 
four weeks. 

Colonel William Thompson began on Sep- 
tember 2, a season of comic opera at the Globe 
Theatre, which was redecorated and renamed 
the Angelus Opera House. An excellent com- 
pany of ambitions people were assembled. and 
the inangural event was a revival of Wang. 
The Bohemian Girl, Trovatore, and The Mikado 
were among the operas staged, but the enter- 
prise for some ill-defined reason never did 
catch on, and after a brave struggle of five 
weeks, it received its coup de mort by a 
strike of musicians. 

John Barrymore and Thomas Wise started the 
new season at the Olympic in a farce by Ann 
Caldwell, called Uncle Sam. The theme was 
merry, and there was much that was diverting 
in the piece, but it presented the Chicago idol 
Barrymore in an iil-suited and unlovely part, 
and to this fact may be attributed its rela- 
tively short stay here. It ran for a term of 
five weeks. 

Eight solid weeks of big business was the 
record of Ziegfeld’s Follies at the Colonial. a 
Tecord to which its superior cast, its brilliance 
and its many diyerting, if risque, features en- 
titled it. 

For well-sustained patronage, however, the 
run of The Deep Purple at MeVicker’s is en- 
titled to extra recognition. At no time in Its 
mine weeks’ stay was there a performance when 
the entire first floor was not sold out at the 
rising of the curtain. The Litts have a clien- 
tele that is as loyal as the Swiss Guard. and 
this confidence has been won by intelligent 
consideration of the preferences of the patrons. 

The next opening was that of the Lyric 
on September 11 of Gertrude Hoffmann and 
her Russian dancers in a progrdm of exquisite 
Muscovite dances. The offering deserved much 
better patronage than was accorded it. Many 
attributed the false start to the report that 
was circulated that the ticket speculators had 
secured the choicest seats, a charge that proved 
groundless. 

Lew Dockstader’s minstrels followed Miss 
Hoffmann at the Lyric on September 17, to 
Night business. 

On September 16, the Illinois Theatre opened 
its new season with Jeff de Angles in The 
Ladies’ Lion, one of those made-over musical 
comedies, which did not long survive its fort- 
night’s stay there. 

James K. Hackett started the fall season at 
the beautiful Blackstone Theatre on Septem- 
ber 17 in a dramatization of the Graham Phil- 
lips novel, A Grain of Dust. The wide popu- 
larity of the novel, and the convincing art of 
Mr. Hackett, justified a run of four weeks at 
this playhouse, and its later transfer on Octo- 
ber 15 to Powers’ Theatre for an additional 
run of three weeks, 

The last opportunity that Chicago was given 
to observe the exquisite art of the late Kyrie 
Bellew was during his fortnight’s stay at Pow- 
ers’ in The Molluse. This inangurated the sea- 
gon at the fashionable Randolph street play- 
house on September 18. Isabel Irving played 
opposite in the title role. The patronage ac- 
corded this delightful play and company was 
only fair. 

On September 21 Eddie Foy started the ball 
rolling at the Studebaker with a reprocessed mu- 
sical comedy called Over the River, made from 
The Man From Mexico, with slight bot unim- 
portant changes. He played four weeks to 
moderate business. 

The Bartholomae farce, Over Night, which 
bad a successful run in New , came to 
Chicago on September 24, breaking in the fall 


term at the Princess. 


It has proven fo | 
with Chicago fun-lovers, and already has score 
a run of ten weeks with comfortable business, 
seemingly uninfluenced by the reputed stagna- 
tion. 

Fay Templeton and the all-star production of 
Pinafore, which was one of the season's hits 
in New York last spring, made a fortnight’s 
Stay at the Lyric, commencing September 24, 
and had it sustained a longer run, it might 
have experienced a vogue proportionate to that 
which it experienced in Gotham. However, 
it was again entour before Chicago had awak- 
ened to a realizing sense of its importance,

sion. There is no need for me to rehearse the 
story of George Admaston’s flighty but innocent 
wife and the indiscretion which brings her into 
the divorce court and makes her ‘the butterfly 
on the wheel;’’ suffice it to say that Peggy again 
impersenated by Miss Madge Titheredge was a 
thoroughly convincing character. For the rest 
the cast is practical.y a new one. but the play 
loses nothing in its present bands. Bille Nor- 
wood was a good successor to Guy Standing in 
the part of the agrieved husband, and Leon 
Quartermain did wonderfully well with Lewis 
Waller’s original part of Roderick Collingwood. 
Stanley Turnbull is a trifle slow, but otherwise 
excellent in the character of the cross-examin- 
ing iawyer,. formerly taken by Norman Mce- 
Kinnel, and Evelyn Beerbohm is easy and ex- 
tremely entertaining as that most ineffectual 
of liars, Lord Ellerdine. Miss Grace Croft as 
Lady Atwill is another who helps to make up 
a most Capable company, and A Butterfly on the 
Wheel has deservedly been drawing big houses 
this week. 

Had it not been for the Hammerstein open- 
ing, the topic for discussion this week would 
have been the latest exploit of the Rev. F. B. 
Meyer. Flattered by the notoriety he obtained 
by his opposition to the Johnson-Wells fight. that 
energetic moralist has turned his attention to 
the theatres and has started a purity crusade. 
He commenced with an attack on the Paliadium, 
where Mile. Nydia Nerigne, a new and shapely 
Russian dancer, made her appearance with a 
somewhat daring act. called the Dawn of Love. 
It is a thinly disguised version of the story of 
Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden, in which 
and dancer is assisted by another Russian, Ivan 
Petroff. Rev. Meyer heard of it and attended 
the first night, only to bold up his hands fn 

ious horror and to call the attention of the 
icensing committee of the London City Council 
to this ‘indecent’ show. The L. C. C. with 
that readiness to listen to cranks, which char- 
acterizes them, promptly barred the act. Man- 
ager Walter Gibbens, of course, made the most 
out of the advertisement, revised the act—the 
revision consi<ting principally of the addition 
of more clothing to Mile. Norigne—and secured 
the withdrawal of the prohibition. Now, I did 
not see the first “‘indecent’’ version, but with 
the rest of playgoing London 1 duly turned 
up to criticise the censored version, and to see 
what it was all about. I have nothing to say 
about the Dawn of Love, except that it is very 
similar to dozens of other Oriental dances and 
contains more acrobatic breiness then real danc- 
ing. Many hard things have been sald about 
Rev. Meyer—I have said and written a good 
deal about him myself, so that I cannot be ac- 
cused of being an admirer of that pious self- 
advertiser—but I will say this. His interference 
will be valuable to the English variety stage 
if it serves to discourage the ever increasing 
swarm of Russian and other Eastern dancers who 
have been filling the bills of late years, The 
snecess of Mand Allan. and the furore for Anna 
Pavlova and Michael Mordkin. has brought down 
on us an absolute surfeit of dancers—Russian 
and Oriental—whose nationality is as dubious as 
their dancing talent. Quite a number are good, 
others are fair. but the great majority are 
worse than mediocre, and endeavor to make up 
for poor dancing—dancing as standardized by 
Adeline Genee. Lydia Kyasht and other expert 
in the terpischorean art—by extravagant pos 
turing and paucity of clothing. The latter fanlt 
is the most obnoxious, for every new dancer 
seems to think it her duty to leave off one more 
plece of drapary than her predecessor, with the 
result that a pair of fleshings and a rope of 
pearls is becoming the recognized costume for 
Oriental dances. One does not need to be of a 
puritanical turn of mind to see that such a state 
of affairs cannot be good for the stage. Provid 
fing there is real dancing ability one ean afford 
to ignore. or at rate condone, a deficiency of 
drapery, but as IT have sald the tendency seems 
to be to sacrifice everything for sensual nos- 
turing and the absolute minimum of clothing. 
It is a comfort to know that Rev. Meyer still 
disan : the censored version of Mlle 
. In which I see nothing ob 
Jectionable, and judging by the applanse which 
greets her, Welter Gibbons’s huge andiences are 
of my wey of thinking. T-e reverend gentle- 
man nearly provked a riot when he grand- 
flognently stalked down, at the invitation of the 
management, to express his opinion of the re- 
vised version. He was hissed and hustled and 
only the good offices of Walter Gibbons secured 
him a safe passage, 

Another Russian dancer, who has so far been 
fortunate enough to escape the ban of Rev, 
Meyer's displeasure, Is Stasia Naplerowska, who 
made her first anpearance In England at the 
Pal-ce, Mile. Napieroewska of the Sahary 
Djeli type. very lithe and sinnous, and 
with a similar rippling movement of the 
arms, but there is more passion in her, 
more “riot let loese’’ than In the Hippodrome 
favorite. Of the three dances the most novel 
is the one in which she goes through ‘the 
agony of suspense’ conseqnent on a bee hav- 
ing found its way Into her flowing eastern 
draperies. Hier efforts to locate the intruder, 
if a little daring. and carried ont with remark- 
able grace and an ovious alr of Innocence that 
disarms hostile eriticism. Still she borders on 
the dungerous—the type I have been complaining 
about.

The Rabbi expresses 
his satisfaction and pays the boy the rubles; but 
when told the condition, that he Is to have ‘a 
word’’ with bis highness, the old Rabbi is sorely 
perplexed. However, the boy Is entitled to the 
money, as he has obtained for the Rabbi just 
what he was asked. The Chancellor enters as the 
boy leaves and meets the Rabbi. Mr. Thompson 
at this point does some of the real acting that 
has made him justly famous. He makes motions 
and signs, but does not utter a word. There is 
much audible speculation in the audience as to 
what the one word would be. More than one of 
the ‘‘wise ones’’ ventured to say that it would 
be “‘mercy.”’ but they all applauded, nevertheless. 
when the prince in impatience demanded that the 
Rabbi tell him in one word just what he wanted. 
That one word was said and greeted by a roar of 
applause. It was ‘‘Silence.’’ 


FRANK MILTON AND DE LONG SISTERS. 
Comedy playlet; Majestic, Chicago; third in 
eight act show. Time, fifteen minutes, ja 
full stage. 

J. A. Murphy (Adam Sowerguy) is responsible 
for this comic little vehicle, Twenty Minutes 
Lay-Over at. Alfalfa Junction. There’s a laugh 
even in the tithe, and that same laugh is de- 
lightfully carried throughout the entire offering. 
The Misses De Long take the part of vaudeville 
girls, while Mr. Milton portrays with cleverness, 
the Rube station avent. The girls astonish and 
shock the sedate old fellow with their line of 
slang and chatter. However, he proves to them 
he’s “a regular cut-up,”"’ and puts over some 
screamingly funny pieces of business. The old 
station avent has a number of caps. each of which 
be wears in the duties called for by the lettering 
on them. For instance, when he is the ticket 
agent, a sign on his cap conveys that fact to the 
casual observer, and so on, a different cap being 
worn for each duty, from baggageman to porter. 
The act is closed in one by the trio in harmony 
renditions with saxophones. They closed well 
and took three bows. 


GUERNO AND CARMEN, Lady and gentleman, 
harpiste and violinist: Majestic, Chicago. 
Second in eight-act show. Time, eighteen 
minutes, in one. 

When Guerno first appeared in his white cos- 
tume, we liked his artistic appearance, but we 
did not like his opening rendition. It is too 
slow, although it is clever. His name did not 
appear in our program, and there was no an- 
nouncement from the stage, so we.thought we 
had a ‘“‘single’’ to approve. But we were pleas- 
antly surprised when the stagehand placed a harp 
and chair in front of the drop. Guerno had left 
the stage. and we fully expected him to come 
back and forsake his violin for the national in- 
strument of the Emerald Isle. Not so: we were 
again pleasantly surprised to find before us a 
very attractive little girl, who looked very much 
as though she had just left high school. She 
may bave done this thing, but it was not a high 
school of ‘‘book l’arnin’,”’ but of music. And 
right here let us say that she Is not a ‘*fill-in.— 
far be it from that—she’s an artist in every sense 
of the word, and fully as clever with the harp 
as is her partner with the violin. She scorad 
heavily with her solo, and came back with The 
Rosary, accompanied with the violin. This ren- 
dition proved the sensation of the act, and de- 
manded six bows. It is just another proof of 
what some people can do if given deserved oppor- 
tunity.

JEROME AND LEWIS. Novelty Singing, Park- 
way Theatre, Chicago. Second in six 
act show. Time, fifteen minutes; in 
one. 

Although this duo of clever colored comedians 
was placed second in a six-act show they proved 
the bit of the bill. They might easily have 
been headlined and done credit to that position 
of honor. It is one of those novel and pleas- 
ing “‘surprise’’ acts which make goad! In a sec- 
oud, Until the very last note of the very last 
song every one is under the impression that the 
artists are lady and gentleman, and the beau- 
ty of the act Hes in the fact that the and- 
lence is not undeceived until the finish of the 
act. The gentleman who does the female im- 
personations is undoubtedly one of the cleverest 
seen in the family theatres in or about Chi- 
cago. His voice, appearance and personality 
are all deceiving to the extreme. The songs 
used are all of the old Southern type in the 
beginning of the act. Old Kentucky Home is 
rendered in true ‘‘darkey’’ fashion by the im- 
personator and is enthusiastically received. The 
straight gentleman of the act also has a won- 
derful voice and pleasing appearance. The act 
is dressed elegantly and adheres to dignity and 
refinement thoroughout. It is an offering wor- 
thy of an important spot on the largest of the 
all-star bills, 


HARRY AND KATE MITCHELL, Piano and 
Singing. Clark Theatre. Third in five- 
act show. Time, fourteen minutes; in 
two. 


It has often been said that one can not 
“make black white,’’ also, that a thing can not 
be both good and bad at the same time. How- 
ever, this theory is shattered by Harry and 
Kate Mitchell in their present vaudeville veb!- 
cle. We find a pair of clever artists with a 
very unsuited act. That is, an act which Its 
unsuited to their respective talents. The act 
is flimsy and bottomless. while both artists are 
exceptionally clever. 
“boob’’ eharacter and plays the piano well. 
The lady does a soubrette and has a ‘*winner”’ 
in her personality, appearance and stage pres- 
ence without the assistance of a _ pleasing 
voice. Although we give you credit for three 
pretty and becoming dresses, Miss Mitchell, we 
would far rather have you before us in one of 
them than do without you six minutes of the 
act, while you change to three of them. The 
changing of your costumes does not necessarily 
prove to your audience that you are clever. 
Of course you are. I know it and so does the 
house manager, likewise the agent who books 
your act, but the people who pay their money 
to see you, would rather have an extra song 
during the time you consume in your unneces- 
sary costume changes. Try to follow my sugges 
tion for one show, and you'll thank me. Mind 
you now, this is not intended as a ‘‘knock,”’ 
because no one with the average amount of grey 
matter would dare do otherwise than commend 
both your work and that of your partner. It 
might be well to mention here that the song 
used by the gentleman, The Rock Pile, might 
well be thrown into the garbage pile. This is 
about the best place for it, and about the 
only place where it will be appreciated. With 
a rew and popular song in this spot in con 
junction with the exceptionally clever piano- 
logue by the gentleman, the act would be im 
proved fifty per cent. His novelty and trick 
piano playing is very good. but was not re- 
ceived with as much enthusiasm as it really 
deserved. Don’t wait for spring, folks: do your 
housecleaning now. Renovate your act, put in 
new material, eliminate all the unnecessaries. 
and they can’t keep you out of the best houses 
in the best circuits. And there you are!

when the performer has been spending his spare 
time getting up in parts, of which there are at 
least six to memorize when starting in on a 
show of this kind. They make no allowance for 
the fact that if a performer does his work 
properly on the stage, he is doing al! his contract 
¢alls for or should do. Well, they make things sv 
disagreeable for the ‘“‘tourist’’ that he finally 
bands in his notice, if the manager does not beat 
tim to it 

Part of the blame for the foregoing state of 
affairs is due to two or three “‘hams,’’ who are 
often found on these canvas shows. They have 
fever had even a fairly good engagement as 
actors, and are so glad to be on a ‘‘real’’ show 
that there is not many thags they would not do 
to stand in with the manager and his wife. so 
of course make themselves generally useft. Then 
there are the ‘‘graduates’’ from canvas work, 
canvasmen who have been worked into minor 
parts in some eme regency, say when a vacancy 
could not be properly filled in time. With some 
exceptions, these fellows are unsophisticatea, 
but imagine they can play any part better than 
any actor they ever saw. Having seen these 
miner parts played for several weeks, and having 
unbounded confidence, they manage to get by 
with “‘rube’’ audiences fairly well. Some of the 
Managers are so narrow-minded that they value 
& man more for his ability to work on canvas 
than for his work on the stage, not seeming to 
tealize that, after the first night or two, the 
f the crowd depends mostly on the acting 
] really have known of one manager who showed 
his canvasmen far more consideration than his 
actors, although he acknowledged that he had 
the best acting company he ever had. His wife 
was to blame for this state of affairs to a great 
extent, for she was ‘the power behind the 
throne."’ and was constantly stirring up trouble, 
hot only for the men, but for the ladies, ex 
Pecially any one who unfortunately stood out tn 
the performance more than she did. Of course 
she did the leads. Rep, show manageresses gen- 
erally do. althongh some of them do not look the 
parts and can not act. ¥

About the only thing that keeps peoplt+ 
from patronizing a show of this kind is bad 
weather or getting into towns where everything 
is at a standstill on account of a strike or some 
thing of that sort. Sometimes the ‘“‘top’’ wil: 
be on a nice, grassy lot, but approaches to same 
may be bad when raining, and that naturally 


will keep people from coming. Again, the show 
may, unavoidably, be on a muddy lot, and the 


water runs in. That is bad for business. Then, 
too imagine muddy dressing rooms and an evening 
dress bill on. Sometimes the rain comes after 
most of the people are in and the show has start 
ed: perhaps the top leaks; you have a piece of 
stage business in one spot for a few minutes 
and during that time, drops of rain as large 
as a twenty-five cent piece are splashing off 
your bare head and trickling down your back. 
if the rain comes too hard, the performance 
stops for the time being, and the company 
mingles with the audience in any dry spot to be 
found, or the performance is called off alto 
gether. Then the scenery has to be covered up. 
Occasionally during the performance a_ hieh 
wind comes up. That is when everybody get» 
busy. There is liable to be a ‘“‘blow-down" 
and the audience may become panic-stricken. 
There is danver from falling center poles, seats 
or live-wires if the top is electric lightea, 
Along with trying to calm the audience, it is a 
case of all hands to the ropes. While hanging 
on to the ‘“‘guy rones,"’ it is well to keep one 
eye on the lookout for trees which may be shar 
tered by lightning or large limbs which may be 
flying through the air close to your head. All 
this time the poor with only a few 
clothes, is being drenched.

men as an orthodox Jew in Rome during Holy 
Week. 

As the twig is bent the tree inclines, and so 
{t is with the youth. Early training, clean. 
wholesome teaching and a pure environment 
must inculeate with an abiding force, lofty 
and ennobling sentiments: pure character pro- 
duces rectitude of life, induces high ideale and 
aspirations, and impresses upon others lessons 
of morality. It has been we'l said, more men 
and women fail becanse of defective moral 
character than from defective abilities. The 
theatre ehould be a place wherein is exem- 
plified only the unsullied and the wholesome; it 
should be free from all that vitiates and harms; 
it should be clean. chaste and pure, thereby en- 
couraging and stimulating earnest, conscientious 
endeavor, and become, as it should, the grand 
exemplar of the beauties and graces of a well- 
stored mind and a happy, well-spent life. 

Mental endowments are God's priceless gifts 
to man and should be used to enhance the 
beauties of life, not its fofbles; and it Is to 
the theatre we should go for mental recrea- 
tin, Hfe’s supremest happiness and pleasure. 
Mankind from creation has shown a desire, an 
ambition, to know, to advance. and It fe to 
this Immutable law of God implanted within 
the human heart that humanity, with all Its 
weaknesses and failures, has pressed onward 
from remotest times. 

The theatre should augment and Intensify the 
teaching of the school and. by illustration and 
precedent, instructive ae well as entertaining, 
give to humanity a powerful means of driving 
away care and alleviating sorrow, producing In 
thelr stead an exaltation of soul which springs 
only from a clean and felicitous life. 

The best and truest test of a pure society 
Is the esteem and reverence paid to woman, 
and is this esteem and reverence shown by 
the drama depicting the life of the seducer 
and the courtesan? It is the refining influence 
of a chaste woman, the exquisite and subtle 
enchantment of her look and manner, her deep 
and all-absorbing love. that always has been. is 
now, and always will be the beacon guiding 
and directing mankind to a higher and better 
life. 

The theatre has many noble women Interested 
in its well-being: women who are devoting their 
talents to its uplifting and whose efforts ring 
hard and true. Prominent among such It ts 
Indeed a pleasure to mention Maud Adams and 
Billle Burke—there are, indeed, many others, 
but these names come quickly to me and for 
the purposes of this article are enfficient. 

Education ts the searchlight that will light 
up the dark places of the stage and show 
with frightful horrer the pernicious and bane- 
ful influences of the low, immoral and mischie- 
vous drama, Culture and refinement Is the Shib- 
boleth to elevate and ennoble its efforts. 

Let us look (o the producers, the actors, and 
above all the managers, as we look to our 
teachers, requiring of them pure characters 
and a freedom of all immoral practices, and 
we shall see advancement. We shall then 
have more dramas like What a Woman Knows, 
The Servant In the House, The Man of the 
Hour, and fewer of the other kinds. Mise 
Hertz has taken a long etep forward toward 
the solution of the question and ft should be 
the earnest desire of all right-thinking people 
to bold ne her hands and follow in the path she 
has bl lo

THE MAKING OF AN ACROBAT. 
(Continued from page 17). 


contend that this is the real technique of acro- 
batics and a few simple tricks well done, are 
better than many difficult feats performed in a 
careless manner. 

Lack of nerve will vent anybody from be- 
coming an acrobat. e must be willing to at- 
tempt anything and to rsist in it until he 
masters its difficulties. any boys, physically 
able to make great acrobats, have been com- 
pelled to drop by the wayside because they did 
not have the nerve to attempt some of the 
feats. 

The teacher does not expect the impossible. 
One must larn to do by doing. but the develop- 
ment is gradual. The apprentice boys at the 
end of a year are permitted to appear on the 
Stage with the rest of the troupe, but they 
do none of the real work. They fill into the 
act, add to its dressing and general attractive- 
ness, but their chief mission there Is to ob- 
serve the work of their elders. The boys are 
often used as “top mounters’’ when pyramids 
are formed and also turn cartwheels and hand- 
springs around the stage while the others stop 
a moment for breath. These things look showy, 
but are in reality very simple. 

As a rule, unless a boy is unusually strong, 
he takes no real part in the act until he has 
worked three years. At the end of this time 
he is able to become part of the underground 
of the pyramids and to be an understander 
while his fellows turn flips from his shoulders 
and do many other of the tricks which are so 
important to an acrobatic act. 

For two more years they must work, practic- 
ing daily as well as appearing in public per- 
formances whenever possible. Even now, they 
have not learned more than half the things re- 
quired of them, but by this time their bodies 
are strong and they learn far more rapidly 
than they could during the early days of their 
apprenticeship. By the time their contract 
bas expired, they bave practically mastered all 
of the long course and many stand upon their 
own feet as professional acrobats. 1 exact no 
promises from my pupils that they shall remain 
with me once their original contract has ex- 
pired. Thy are free to do as they please, but 
it is seldom that I lose a man. I take good 
care of my prople and they are like one big 
family. At Coney Island I maintain mv head- 
quarters and my people who are in this country 
call this home. Here they may enjoy their na- 
tive cooking which is a rare treat, and after 
a season on the road, In vaudeville or with a 
circus, they are always glad to get back to 
mr Coney Island resort. 

I have devoted much space in an attempt 
to tell the public something of the way I make 
acrobats out of my Berber boys. Now, 1 should 
like to tell them how 1 developed an Amer- 
lean boy into one of the finest acrobats I have 
ever seen.

more than the present admission fee charged 
by the nickelodeon. The undeniable success of 
Kinemacolor and Dante’s Inferno proves con- 
clusively that the public will pay a moderate 
price for a picture show and the Producers Com- 
pany has this proof of success in their coming 
experiment. In fact the plan will not be tried 
out as an experiment but will be launched as 
something which has been tried before and as 
sured success. 

The general trend of movement from the 
14th Street section to the better class buildings 
in the Longacre district is one of the most 
interesting movements to many who have ex- 
pected and hoped for a general elevation in the 
~~ of the picture business. The 45th Street 

xchange Building, which six months ago was 
without a tenant engaged in the film business, 
is now the center of most of the activity in th 
ficld. Not only is the building looked upon as 
one of the best locations for new firms but loxg 
established firms have located there in pref- 
erence to 14th Street. 

Starting with the organization of the Kine 
macolor Company, who occupied half of one 
floor, the Western Film Exchange soon took up 
quarters there, having come from the heart of 
the 14th Street district where it was known 
as the Hudson Exchange. The Buffalo Bill and 
Pawnee Bill Film Company then established 
there, followed by the Monopole Company in 
adjoining offices. Then the Powers Picture Plays 
Company was temporarily lodged there, only to 
move to 42d Street, a short distance away. Th» 
Majestic Company, the Republic Company, the 
National Distributing Company and the Raisin- 
the Maine Company followed in close succession. 

Together with the trend toward the populariza- 
tion of the feature film as a substitute for dra 
matic or vaudeville shows this movement up- 
town is indicative of progress along a better 
plane for the picture business. A change 
this kind may not appear to be so consequential 
to film men outside of New York or to t 
amusement world at large, but to those more 
familiar with the activities in the heart of the 
business, as the activities in New York Cit 
must be classed, know that the change is with- 
out meaning, 

The fact that three of the Independent com- 

panies have given up down-town offices to 1lo- 
cate outside of town in the same building as 
their studios is unusual and goes to show that 
the business in general in coming to run so 
smoothly that the maintenance of down-town 
offices is not a necessity. The Solax Company 
conducts all its business now from the head 
uarters in Flushing, L, I., and the Nestor 
ompany is permanently located in Bayonne. 
N. J.. although the stock companies have gone 
to California. The Eclair Company has but a 
single office likewise at Fort Lee, N. J., ad 
Joining their new studio and factory there. 

The general exodus of stock companies from 
New York City is becoming a habit. Of the 
twenty-three manufacturing companies in New 
York City only fifteen maintain their stoc'! 
companies in the city, or near it. The West and 
South. with their delightful climate and ad- 
vantages for scenic effects have drawn the rest 
away from even the New Jersey territory which 
for so long a time was considered the real place 
to stage Western plays. 

Quite a large number of new buildings bull 
to house the different companies have been 
projected or completed during the past few 
months. The Eclair studio and factory, th: 
Powers studio and factory and the Nestor are 
the most prominent examples. The Nestor 
Company has not only fitted up a new studio 
in California but has reconstructed and added 
to its former equipment in Bayonne and added 
another studio there. The Bison Company has 
rented a loft on West 23d Street, in which to 
print and develop all its films. The Champion 
Company has just finished what is reported to 
be the largest glass studio in America; thi 
Powers Company has built an entire new fac 
tory at 216th Street and Broadway and rented 
an entire loft at 511 West 42d Street, while th: 
Maiestic Company is about to construct a studio 
to house a New York Stock Company. 

The recent changes in the personnel of the 
different companies and office forces as well as of 
the stock companies can not escape notice. The 
new Majestic Company headed by Mr, Aitken 
of the American and under the management of 
Tom Cochrane, is practically made up of fa- 
miliar faces and names while the stock com- 


panies are composed of favorites from other 
companies. Thus the names of David Miles, 
Mary Pickford, Owen Moore. Robert Prior and 


Mabel Trunelle are all familiar in other con- 
nections. The Nestor Company will shortly re- 
lease films in which Dorothy Davenport, one of 
the real stars of the former Reliance Company, 
will play the leading parts. The Bison Company 
likewise takes an Imp star, Miss Ethel Grandin, 
to play leading parts in their Western produc- 


The Imp Company on the other hand has 
red the services of ‘‘Bumptious,’’ who has 
gotten so many laughs with the Edison Com 
pany. The Republic Company, headed by Her- 
bert Miles, who recentiy resigned the manage 
ment of the Sales Company to devote his time 


| to the new enterprise, is conducting its business 
‘with such people as ‘‘Bill’’ Steiner, Bernstein, 
| Director Davis and many others who come from 


the Yankee Company. 

The Reliance Company, it will be remem- 
bered, bas recently changed hands, having been 
sold by Mr. Bowman to Messrs. Graham and 
Ritchie, two men long in the show business. 
The Thanhouser Company has added several new 
faces to the make-up of its stock company 
while we find the Raising of the Maine Com- 
pany, headed by Jack Read, who formerly di- 
rected the work at the Imp studio. 

As far as the theatre end of the picture 
situation goes in New York City, it is an 
acknowledged fact that New York contains the 
poorest class of houses of all the cities in the 
country. The exchanges, the supply houses and 
the theatres themselves, whether because of the 
general crowding out by the legitimate and vau- 
deville houses or because of the management 
in many cases by un-Americanized overseers, 
are the most loosely conducted business estab- 
lishments on‘record. It is a deplorable fact 
that many large firms who deal with picture 
houses in some side line or sell them some smal! 
article positively refuse to extend credit to the 
picture house and in some instances have de- 
cided to discontinue trade with them. It is to 
be regretted that this condition exists among 
the picture houses throughout the country tu 
some extent and is especially deplorable when 
found in the seat of the motion picture business 
and the heart of the theatrical trade, 

To return to the manufacturing and dis- 
tributing end it can be said with safety that 
conditions point to a decided and speedy better- 
ment in the class of productions with a strong 
tendency toward the success of the feature film. 
A combination of feature film manufacturers 
doing their own distributing to their own ex- 
changes and theatres seems to be the most prob 
able development far the near future. Old 


manufacturers are working toward this and new | 


ones entering the field are doing so with this 
end in view. Another twelve months will in 
all probability see this institution established 
if not vividly on the horizon. 


THE CHICAGO VAUDEVILLE SIT- 
UATION.

through an established patronage, 
it is located in the heart of the aristocratic 
residence section of the lake shore. Sonse- 
quently the Clark closed while the trees were 
still nude and displayed a sign reading, ‘*Ciosed 
for repairs, will open with stock seon.”’ That 
“‘soon’’ proved to be in October, and while the 
bills which are placed by J. C. Matthews are of 
sterling worth, the bouse is proving a slow fi- 
nancial success. 

A general depression was felt in all the 
houses downtown during the month of Novem- 
ber, but the Majestic is probably the only house 
in the loop which showed a profit of any kind. 
In a statement concerning the Majestic, the 
most luxurious and finest house in Chicago, 
Manager Lyman B. Glover of that house says: 
“As to the vaudeville situation in Chicago, with 
special reference to the Majestic, I beg to say 


but because 


that on the first day of January next we will 
finish the greatest year in the history of this 
house. With more competition direct and in- 
direct than we ever knew before—competition 
of vaudeville acts in regular vaudeville thea- 
tres, and sandwiched into all manner of re- 
views and musical comedies, we conclude the 
sixth year of the Majestic Theatre with the 
best record ever placed to its credit. The en- 


tire year has been uniformly good, with the ex- 
ception of a depression in the hot summer 
weather and a slight falling off in November in 
sympathy with the general theatrical slump. 

I do not see any evidence that vaudeville of the 
highest class is losing its own, but am convinced 
that the existing policy of overdoing every form 
of theatrical entertainment will resuit in a 
great loss if continued. Specifically, when 
vaudeville, good, bad and indifferent, is flung at 
the public from every quarter—rat pits and 
dives included. There wil be an aggravated 
condition of sea sickness In consequence all 
over the country, and it will take considerable 
time to overcome this nausea.’’ 

Chicago is proud of the beautiful Majestic, 
and the Majestic in full justice to Chicago 
should feel proud of its people. The house has 
been open for six years and in all that time has 
been dark only one afternoon, when the late 
C. £. Kohl was buried. 

Probably one of the most important events 
of the present vaudeville season was the in- 
dependent stand taken by the Louise Amuse- 
ment Co., of which that hustling individual, 
Alfred Hamburger is president. The company 


began the season by booking their acts through 
the Cox offices. However, Mr. Hamburger decid- 
ed that he was fully capable of handling both 
his own booking and his helf dozen important 
vaudeville houses. Consequently, one morning 
in the early part of October, while in the Chi- 
cago Opera House Building, I was surprised to 
see on one of the doors the following glad 
tidings: *‘New York and Western Booking Of- 
fices. (Formerly, Louise Amusement Co.) Alfred 
Hamburger. President.’ In the statement of 
E. D. Hopson, maneger of the President Thea- 
tre and booking representative for Mr. Ham- 
burger, is found the answer. 

“I would compare the growth and expan- 
sion of our company t a dry sponge which 
had been tossed into a large bucket of water. 
One year ago Mr. Hamburger had but one 
house, The Ellis Theatre, located at Sixty-third 
street and Ellis avenue. As the season ad- 
vanced he obtained the Monroe, located at Fifty 
fifth and Monroe avenue; later the Apollo at 
Forty-seventh and Forrestville avenue; next the 
Century on West Madison street and lastly the 
President at Fifty-fifth street and Calumet. We 
have been most successful in booking our own 
houses and have played some of the biggest fea- 
ture acts obtainable. Ail of our houses are for- 
tunate in having an established resideatial pat- 
ronage and cater to them with the real bigh 
class of vaudeville. 

“We are particular in the extreme regard- 
ing the class of shows we offer. No matter 
how well known or bow important an act may 
be, if they persist in using smut or suggestive- 
ness in any form, we will not play them. This 
will be readily appreciated when it is known that 
eighty per cent of our audiences are weekly pat- 
rons of the respective bouses and that fifty 
per cent of that number is composed of ladies 
and children."’ 

Another important event in the history of the 
present season was the change in bookings by 
the Wilson Avenue and Willard Theatres. This 
pair of houses are controled by Jones, Linick 
& Schaefer. The houses had been booked for the 
past season by Frank Q. Doyle, but were taken 
from him and turned over to the W. V. M. A. 
No small amount of argument arose at the time 
of this transaction as to whether or not Mr. 
Doyle had been given a square deal. At any 
rate he did not seem to take it very seriously 
and kept on plugging with the same dogged 
determination which has made him respected as 
an agent of judgment and reliability. His first 
really big scoop was the booking of the new 
St. Louis Hippodrome, Frank L. Talbot's big 
house. The theatre is one of the largest in 
the United States, having a seating capacity of 
3,000. Another of Mr. Doyle's accomplishments 
of note was the taking over of the Parkway 
Theatre, was booked by the W. V. M. . 
and was forced by poor business to close long 
before the end of the past season. Mr. Doyle, 
through the excellent attractions he has placed, 
has made this house one of the most popular 
and best paying in Chicago. The house started 
the season under the bookings from the Doyle 
offices and house management of A. H. Lewis, 
one of the real. old timers and a showman from 
ato z. The house opened the Ist of September 
and has gradually increased its patronage until 
capacity houses are the general rule. Mr. 
Doyle has acquired twenty-nine new houses since 
the Ist of September, and they all are important 
theatres playing not less than four acts on each 
bill. The National, one of the largest and most 
important houses in Detroit, is another of Mr. 
Doyle’s new houses. The Galety at Kanka 
kee, Ill., and the Galety at Springfield, Ili., 
were formerly booked by the W. V. M. A., but 
are now booking through the Doyle offices. 

In regard to professional people and events 
directly concerning them, a number of foreign 
acts have made their American debut at the 
Majestic Theatre. Early in the season Morny 
Cash, an English singing comedian, made his 
initial appearance and proved a big flivver. A 
month ago another native of Great Britain ap- 
peared at this house in an American debut. Ada 
Reeve, a singing comedienne, appeared and by 
Wednesday her name was as well known to 
Chicago vaudeville patrons as Vesta Victoria or 
Alice Lioyd. Miss Reeve is undoubtedly one of 
the cleverest comedicnnes ever appearing in this 
house and as a resuit of her gigantic success 
was booked solid over the Orpheum Time. 

In the smaller houses several big acts were 
“found,” among which Jack Taylor, a young 
magician and monologist was an important 
**find.’’ Mr. Taylor appeared at the Clark 
Theatre for a tryout late in the season and 
made such an impression that he was routed 
 # Aes . A. Manager Licalzi, of the Wil- 
son Avenue Theatre, heard of Taylor and took 
a chance by headlining him in a big show. 
Taylor was given what a great many people 
deserve, a chance. He made good at the Wilson 
and Willard Theatres and was snapped up by 
J. C. Matthews of the Pantages offices and sent 
over that circuit as a feature act. The report 
reaches Chicago that he has proven his cleverness 
end versatility and doubtiess at the end of the 
Pantages tour will appear on even more import- 
ant time. 

A great deal of discussion has arisen over the 
exhibition of vaudeville in the various cafes 


‘and restaurants. 


Some maintain that this de. 
tracts from the regular vaudeville theatres, 
while others are firm in their argument that the 
patrons of the theatres are of a different class 
than those who frequent the popular so-called 
Bohemian cafes. 

While conditions downtown have been reported 
quiet, the managers of the outlying vaudeville 
houses maintain that business for this season 
is better than ever in the past. Of course 
there are exceptions to this. There are three 
or four of these family houses which were 
they to close their doors at any time would not 
surprise those who are acquainted with the 
situation. 

The ten per cent leeches (or agents, as they 
style themselves) are not so much in evidence 
this season as last. This is one of the seeming- 
ly necessary evils of vaudeville, which is and al- 
ways has been condemned by performers. How- 
ever, these same performers who do all the 
squealing are just the ones who make it possible 
for these unreliable persons to pay their rent 
and to eat three times a day. There seems no 
relief for the situation until the artist finally 
refuses to support the outrage, which must 
eventually be the outcome and in the end quell 
the present deplorable condition. 

Some of the outlying houses have acceded 
to the persistent demands of the performers and 
a few that played three shows a night last 
season have cut the evening performance to two 
shows. 

There is now about a score of the family 
vaudevile houses In Chicago that are really earn- 
ing a profit. For the most part these theatres 
are new buildings and are termed regular thea- 
tres. The great majority of them have adopted 
the two-a-night policy. Matinees are given op 
Wednesday, Saturday and Sunday.
